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REPORT. 


Scotland,  for  the  purposes  of  registration,  was  divided  during  the  year 
1866  into  1011  districts;  and  this  Report  embraces  the  returns  of  Births, 
Deaths,  and  Marriages  from  all  these,  with  the  single  exception  of  those 
from  the  inaccessible  island  of  St  Kilda.  This  Report  also  includes  the 
particulars  of  the  Vaccinations  in  Scotland  during  the  year  1865,  pre- 
pared in  conformity  with  the  Scottish  Vaccination  Act,  26°  and  27°  Viet.  c. 
108.  From  these  returns  it  would  appear  that  the  births,  deaths,  and 
marriages  had  been  far  above  the  average  of  the  eleven  previous  years  ; 
while  vaccination  had  been  attended  with  such  success,  that  nearly  every 
surviving  child  which  was  born  during  the  year  1865  was  vaccinated,  or 
good  reasons  were  assigned  for  the  postponement  of  that  operation. 

BIRTHS. 

113639  Births  were  registered  in  Scotland  during  the  year  1866,  being 
in  the  high  proportion  of  3*603  births  in  every  100  persons  of  the  estimated 
population,  or  360  births  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  This  is  a pro- 
portion far  above  the  average  of  the  ten  previous  years,  which  only  indicates 
349  births  annually  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  The  birth-rate,  how- 
ever, has  been  the  same  during  the  three  years  1864,  1865,  and  1866,  being 
at  the  rate  of  360  births  for  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  the  estimated 
population. 

By  Table  I.  it  would  appear  that  the  birth-rate  continued  very  steady 
in  Scotland  from  1856  (which  was  the  first  year  when  the  full  number  of

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births  during  the  year  was  ascertained)  till  1863,  the  average  annual  number 
being  347  births  to  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  the  population.  During 
that  period  the  same  table  shows  that  the  proportion  of  marriages  was  low, 
averaging  only  67  marriages  annually  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  ; but 
in  1863  the  marriages  took  a sudden  rise,  which  they  have  maintained  to 
the  present  day,  so  that  the  average  of  the  three  years  1864,  1865,  and 
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I860,  gives  the  annual  proportion  of  74  marriages  to  every  ten  thousand 
persons.  This  increased  proportion  of  marriages  would  satisfactorily  account 
for  the  increased  proportion  of  births,  the  increase  in  both  having  been 
coincident. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  same  coincidence  has  occurred  in  England 
during  these  years,  though  not  to  the  same  extent — a rise  in  the  proportion 
of  marriages  having  been  attended  with  an  increased  proportion  of  births. 
This  fact,  therefore,  clearly  indicates,  that  during  these  years  the  working 
classes,  who  constitute  about  83  per  cent,  of  the  population,  have  been  in  a 
more  prosperous  condition  than  perhaps  they  ever  were  in  this  country, 
and  have  hence  been  induced,  both  in  England  and  in  Scotland,  to  enter  more 
largely  into  marriage  than  they  have  ever  been  previously  known  to  do. 

Of  the  113639  births,  66511  were  registered  in  the  126  Town 
Districts  (which  embrace  all  the  towns  with  populations  of  3000  and 
upwards  at  the  census  of  1861),  while  only  47128  were  registered  in  the 
885  Rural  Districts  (which  embrace  the  remainder  of  the  population  of 
Scotland).  This  indicates  a birth-rate  equal  to  394  births  in  every  ten 
thousand  persons  in  the  Town  Districts,  but  only  that  of  321  births  in  a 
like  population  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Of  the  113639  births,  102079  were  legitimate,  and  11560  illegitimate ; 
thus  indicating  that  10T  per  cent,  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

Unlike  the  continental  kingdoms,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Scotland  furnish 
the  highest  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  ; for,  while  9*9  per  cent,  of  the

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births  were  illegitimate  in  the  Town  Districts,  10*5  per  cent,  were  legitimate 
in  the  Rural. 

Table  IV.  shows  the  varying  proportions  of  illegitimate  births  in  the 
several  divisions  and  counties  of  Scotland,  and  generally  accords  with  those 
of  previous  years  ; showing  that  the  counties  included  in  the  North-Eastern 
and  Southern  Divisions  yield  a much  higher  proportion  of  illegitimate 
births  than  the  others;  while  the  Insular  and  the  Highland  Counties 
exhibit  the  lowest  proportions.  Thus,  13*6  per  cent,  of  the  births  were 
illegitimate  in  the  Southern  Division,  and  15*7  per  cent,  in  the  North- 
Eastern  Division  ; while  only  6*2  per  cent,  were  illegitimate  in  the  Northern, 
and  6*3  per  cent,  in  the  North-Western  Divisions.  Even  the  great  mining 
and  manufacturing  South-Western  Division  only  furnished  8*9  per  cent, 
of  illegitimate  births.  Nine  counties  had  from  12*3  to  16*1  per  cent,  of 
illegitimate  births,  viz.  Forfar,  Berwick,  Kirkcudbright,  Kincardine,  Elgin, 
Dumfries,  Wigtown,  Banff1,  and  Aberdeen. 

Of  the  children  born  during  the  year,  58415  were  bovs  and  55224 
girls,  being  in  the  proportion  of  105*7  boys  for  every  100  girls  at  birth. 
The  highest  proportion  of  births  occurred  during  the  months  of  March, 
April,  May,  and  June  ; the  lowest  during  August,  September,  and 
November. 


DEATHS. 

71273  Deaths  were  registered  in  Scotland  during  the  j7ear  1866,  being 
in  the  very  high  proportion  of  2*260  per  cent,  of  the  population,  or  226 
deaths  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  of  the  estimated  population.  This, 
though  not  so  high  as  the  death-rate  which  prevailed  during  the  epidemic 
fever  years  of  1863  and  1864,  was  greatly  above  the  average  of  the  eleven 
previous  years,  when  the  annual  proportion  was  215  deaths  in  every  ten 
thousand  persons. 

The  English  death-rate  was  also  above  its  average  during  1866,  the  ten 
previous  years  giving  an  annual  average  of  222  deaths  in  every  ten  thousand 
persons,  while  236  died  out  of  a like  number  of  persons  in  1866.

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As  usual,  the  deaths  fell  heaviest  on  the  town  populations ; for,  of  the 
71273  deaths,  45174  were  registered  in  the  126  Town  Districts,  while  only 
26099  were  registered  in  the  885  Rural  Districts ; thus  indicating  that  the 
town  populations  were  cut  off  during  the  year  at  the  rate  of  267  deaths  in 
every  ten  thousand  persons,  while  in  a like  number  of  the  rural  population, 
onlv  178  deaths  occurred.

INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION. 

As  the  births  amounted  to  113639,  and  the  deaths  to  71273,  the 
natural  increase  of  the  population  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths  amounted 
to  42366  persons.  From  that  number,  however,  ought  to  be  deducted  all 
those  who  emigrated  from  Scotland  during  the  vear  to  England,  Ireland, 
the  colonies,  or  foreign  countries.  No  means  at  present  exist  for  ascertaining 
the  number  who  emigrate  to  England,  Ireland,  or  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
or  who  join  the  army,  navy,  or  merchant  shipping.  The  Emigration 
Commissioners  only  ascertain  the  number  of  emigrants  who  sail  from  ports 
at  which  there  are  emigration  officers,  and  the  returns  from  the  other  ports 
are  consequently  very  defective.  From  a return  furnished  to  the  Registrar- 
General  by  the  Emigration  Commissioners,  it  would  appear  that  during  the 
year  1866  there  emigrated  from  the  ports  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
204882  persons,  of  whom  98890  were  ascertained  to  be  Irish,  58856  English, 
12307  Scotch,  and  26691  foreigners,  while  of  8138  the  place  of  birth  was 
not  ascertained.  If  508  be  added  to  the  12307  ascertained  Scottish  emi- 
grants as  the  proportion  of  persons  whose  nativity  was  not  ascertained,  the 
Scottish  emigrants  would  amount  to  12815,  which,  deducted  from  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  would  make  the  increase  of  the  population  during  the 
year  to  amount  to  29551  persons,  or  about  12000  more  than  the  probable 
increase. 


MARRIAGES. 

23629  Marriages  were  registered  in  Scotland  during  the  year  1866, 
being  in  the  proportion  of  75  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  of  the 
estimated  population — the  same  proportion  as  the  previous  year.  The  average 
annual  proportion  of  marriages  during  the  eleven  previous  years  was  69 
marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  ; so  that  the  proportions  during  the 
past  and  previous  years  have  been  high  above  the  average.  From  1855  to 

1862  inclusive  the  marriage-rate  in  Scotland  was  wonderfully  steady, 
averaging  annually  68  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  But  in 

1863  the  proportion  rose  to  71,  and  in  1864  to  72  marriages;  while  in  1865 
and  1866  the  proportion  has  been  75  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand 
persons.  The  people  of  Scotland  are  therefore  marrying  at  a higher  rate 
than  they  have  probably  ever  done,  and  the  high  rate  of  marriage  is  already 
telling  on  the  number  of  births.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  we 
have  not  yet  attained  to  the  marriage-rate  of  England,  which  has  continued 
for  the  last  ten  years  at  the  proportion  of  83  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand 
persons. 

Of  the  23629  marriages,  15223  were  contracted  in  the  Town,  and 
8406  in  the  Rural  Districts.  This  indicates  a proportion  of  90  marriages 
to  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  the  Town  Districts,  but  only  57  marriages 
to  a like  population  in  the  Rural  Districts. 


HEALTH  OF  THE  POPULATION. 

The  year  1866  was  characterized  by  the  presence  of  three  epidemics 
among  the  people,  viz.  Continued  Fever  (Typhus  and  Typhoid),  Scarlatina, 
and  Cholera  ; while,  during  the  whole  year,  there  has  been  a greater  ten- 
dency than  usual  to  bowel-complaints.  This  latter  tendency  seems,  to  a 
great  extent,  to  have  affected  the  type  of  the  fever  which  prevailed  ; for  the 
proportion  of  cases  of  Typhoid  (that  is,  Enteric,  Gastric,  and  Gastro-Enteric) 
Fever  seem  to  have  been  more  numerous  everywhere  than  the  more  usual 
form  of  Typhus — that  is,  Spotted  or  Brain  Fever,  as  it  is  vulgarly  named. 

It  would  be  wrong,  however,  to  attribute  the  increased  mortality  during 
the  year  to  these  diseases  alone.  Even  during  the  months  when  these 
diseases  were  to  a great  extent  in  abeyance,  and  not  more  prevalent  than 
usual,  the  mortality  was  above  its  average ; clearly  proving  that  the  same 
unknown  atmospheric  agencies  which  induced  or  favoured  the  spread  of 
these  diseases,  acted  with  a like  prejudicial  effect  on  all  the  diseases  by  which 
our  race  is  cut  olf. 

Continued  Fever  had  prevailed  more  or  less  in  the  epidemic  form  over 
Scotland  during  the  years  1864  and  1865,  and  was  still  prevalent  and  fatal 
during  the  earlier  months  of  1866.  In  Scotland  this  disease  prevails,  and 
is  most  fatal,  during  the  colder  months  of  the  year,  but  abates  its  ravages 
with  the  advent  of  the  genial  weather.  Accordingly,  though  very  pre-, 
valent  during  January,  February,  and  March,  it  seemed  to  be  dying  out 
almost  everywhere  during  the  summer  months.  As  the  weather  became 
colder,  however,  viz.  in  October,  it  appears  to  have  reappeared  in  the  epi- 
demic form  in  several  places. 

Scarlatina,  the  second  of  the  epidemics,  is  a disease  which  is  constantly 
present  more  or  less  among  the  population,  but  only  now  and  then  assumes 
a virulent  and  epidemic  type.  During  the  whole  of  the  year  it  was  pre- 
valent among  the  population ; but  it  was  not  till  the  temperature  began  to 
decline  in  September  that  it  put  on  a more  virulent  type,  and  spread 
rapidly  over  the  population,  causing  very  many  deaths  during  October, 
November,  and  December. 

Cholera  was  the  third  epidemic  ; and  it  is  worthy  of  note,  that  it 
appeared  in  1866  with  the  same  connection,  or  sequence,  of  diseases  as  in 
1848.  A severe  epidemic  of  Typhus  had  prevailed  over  Scotland  in  1847 
and  during  the  earlier  months  of  1848,  and  Cholera  followed  in  October  of 
that  year ; but  with  it,  and  attending  it,  was  a violent  epidemic  of  Scarla- 
tina. These  coincidences,  or  connections,  are  worth  putting  on  record,  as 
they  may  some  day  lead  to  the  knowledge  of  the  causes  of  disease. 

It  would  be  a very  difficult  thing  to  say  when  Cholera  first  appeared 
in  Scotland  in  1866.  Even  so  early  as  January  and  February,  Diarrhoea 
was  more  than  usually  prevalent,  and  here  and  there  put  on  the  epidemic 
form — that  is,  attacked  at  once  large  numbers  of  the  population.  IV hen  the 
warm  weather  set  in  during  June  and  July,  this  tendency  to  bowel-com- 
plaints increased,  and  every  now  and  then  cases  of  Cholera  occurred,  which 
both  the  local  authorities  and  the  medical  practitioners  were  solicitous  to 
convince  themselves  were  but  the  usual  cases  of  what  they  termed  British 
Cholera.  This  delusion  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  many  lives  being 
sacrificed  which  might  otherwise  have  been  saved  ; for,  in  the  places  where 
such  cases  occurred,  nothing  efficient  was  done  to  arrest  the  ravages  of  the 
disease,  till  the  number  of  lives  which  were  sacrificed  rendered  all  possibility 
of  further  concealment  impossible  or  useless.

In  a season  when  Cholera  in  the  kingdoms  around  us  has  assumed  the 
epidemic  type,  every  case  ought  to  be  looked  on  with  suspicion,  and  treated 
as  if  it  were  the  epidemic  form.  The  common  people,  and  even  many 
medical  practitioners,  seem  to  imagine  that  only  those  cases  ought  to  be 
styled  “ Asiatic,”  or  u Epidemic,”  Cholera  which  are  of  the  worst  types, 
and  prove  fatal  in  a few  hours.  This  is  a great  mistake.  During  every 
epidemic,  and  notably  in  the  one  just  passed,  all  the  forms  of  Cholera,  as  to 
severity,  might  often  be  witnessed  in  the  same  family.  The  same  occurs 
with  every  disease  when  it  assumes  the  epidemic  type.  Thus,  in  Scarlatina, 
may  often  be  witnessed  in  the  same  family  one  member  with  the  disease  so 
mild  as  not  to  confine  him  to  bed,  while  his  brother  or  sister  is  struck  down 
with  the  most  malignant  form,  which  proves  fatal  in  a few  hours.  Yet  it  is 
the  same  disease.  Such  is  also  the  case  with  Cholera.  We  can  have  no 
“Asiatic  Cholera”  in  Britain.  Even  when  the  disease  assumes  the  epi- 
demic type  (that  means,  “spreads  among  the  people”),  and  puts  on  its 
most  malignant  form,  it  is  still  only  Cholera.  But  to  distinguish  the 
malignant  and  rapidly  fatal  cases,  they  ought  (like  Scarlatina)  to  be  distin- 
guished as  “ Cholera  Maligna ,”  the  milder  cases  being  simply  termed 
“ Cholera.” 

A few  scattered  cases  of  Cholera  occurred  during  Mav  and  June  ; but 
it  was  not  till  toward  the  close  of  July  that  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  in 
Scotland  was  brought  under  public  notice.  The  disease  then  seemed  to 
prevail  chiefly  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  seaport  towns  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  island,  and  from  thence  gradually  extended  -westwards,  and  to 
the  more  interior  parts  of  the  country.  The  disease  seemed  frequently  to 
be  carried  to  these  other  places  by  persons  who  had  fled  from  the  towns  first 
seized,  but  in  numerous  instances  no  such  connection  could  be  traced.  The 
inhabitants  of  many  of  these  seaport  towns  were,  in  many  cases,  very  anxious 
to  prove  that  the  disease  was  imported  ; but  in  very  few  instances  indeed 
could  such  importation  be  traced  to  communication  with  infected  districts 
in  England  or  the  Continent,  and  other  parts  of  Scotland  to  which 
travellers  from  infected  districts  on  the  Continent  resorted,  remained  free 
from  the  disease. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  we  were  likely  to  have  an  outbreak  of 
Cholera,  a circular  was  addressed  to  the  Registrars,  directing  them  to  inti- 
mate to  the  Registrar-General  the  outbreak  of  Cholera,  or  other  epidemic, 
in  their  district.  Some  Registrars,  however,  have  failed  to  make  returns 
from  their  districts,  even  though  Cholera  was  known  to  have  prevailed  in 
them.  From  the  returns  received,  it  appears  that  Cholera  has  shown  itself 
in  thirteen  counties,  viz.  Aberdeen,  Forfar,  Perth,  Fife,  Stirling,  Dum- 
barton, Argyll,  Renfrew',  Ayr,  Lanark,  Linlithgow,  Edinburgh,  and  Had- 
dington. It  is  suspected,  however,  that  cases  occurred  in  at  least  two  other 
counties.  As  it  is,  915  deaths  from  Cholera  have  been  intimated  to  the 
Registrar-General : and  if  allowance  be  made  for  the  cases  which  have  still 
to  be  reported,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  deaths  by  Cholera  in  Scotland 
during  1866  were  under  1000. 

A striking  peculiarity  manifested  itself  during  the  recent  epidemic  of 
Cholera,  viz.  that  wherever  the  disease  manifested  a tendency  to  localize 
itself,  there  the  water  used  by  the  people  was  found  to  be  more  or  less  im- 
pregnated with  decaying  organic  matters.  It  is  the  presence  of  decaying 
organic  matters  in  water  which  alone  renders  its  use  prejudicial  to  health. 
Earthy  salts  simply  impair  its  economic  uses,  but  have  no  hurtful  effect  on 
the  health. 
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WEATHER. 

As  the  weather  has  the  most  marked  influence  on  the  deaths  in  Scot- 
land, some  notice  must  be  taken  of  its  characteristics  during  the  year  1866. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  whole  year  was  46°*3  Fahr.,  being  the 
exact  average  of  the  ten  previous  years  ; but  the  amount  of  rain  which  fell 
was  greatly  beyond  the  average,  amounting  to  41*41  inches. 

January  opened  with  mild  open  weather,  with  strong  winds  from  the 
south-west,  and  frequent  falls  of  rain.  Severe  frosts,  however,  occurred 
from  the  11th  to  the  13th,  and  during  that  period  the  lowest  temperatures 
noted  at  different  stations  ranged  from  6°  to  20°  Fahr.  Much  snow  fell 
when  the  frost  first  set  in  ; but  the  frost  gave  way  on  the  13th,  and  was 
succeeded  by  high  south-westerly  winds,  heavy  falls  of  rain,  sleet,  and  hail, 
and  by  a storm,  accompanied  by  thunder  and  lightning,  on  the  15th.  From 
the  15th  to  the  close  of  the  month  the  weather  was  as  mild  as  if  it  had  been 
spring,  and  continued  so  till  the  13th  of  February,  the  prevalent  winds 
during  that  time  being  west  and  south-west. 

Ou  the  13th  February  the  wind  changed  to  the  north,  and  from  that 
date  till  the  20th  March  continued  to  blow  more  or  less  steadily  from  the 
north,  north-east,  and  east.  During  that  period  snowstorms  were  frequent, 
and  more  or  less  keen  frost  prevailed, — the  lowest  temperatures  ranging 
from  10°  to  20°  Fahr.,  though  at  two  stations  in  Aberdeenshire,  the  lowest 
noted  temperatures  were  zero,  and  one  degree  below  zero.  The  last  week 
of  March,  however,  was  unusually  mild,  the  wind  having  veered  to  the  south- 
west, and  for  the  most  part  blowing  from  that  direction,  though  occasionally 
broken  in  upon  by  the  east  and  north-east  winds. 

The  above  weather  caused  the  mean  temperature  of  January  to  be 
39°*4,  that  of  February  to  be  36°*7,  and  that  of  March  to  be  38°.  The 
mean  daily  deaths  were  therefore  205  during  January  and  February,  but 
rose  to  225  daily  during  March  ; those  injured  by  the  severe  wintry  weather 
of  the  latter  half  of  February  dying  in  March,  and  the  first  twenty  days  of 
March  being  reallv  the  most  wintrv  days  of  the  year. 

During  April  the  weather  was  much  as  usual;  generally  frost  in  the 
mornings,  and  during  the  day  sudden  showers,  alternating  with  bright 
sunshine.  The  month,  however,  closed  with  a snowstorm,  leaving  all  the 
hills  white.  The  mean  temperature,  however,  was  44°,  and  the  daily  deaths 
fell  to  209. 

The  cold  period  which  set  in  on  the  close  of  April  continued  till  the 
19th  of  May,  and  the  wind  was  almost  constantly  east,  and  the  drought 
great.  Though  the  weather  was  balmy  after  the  19th,  the  mean  temperature 
fell  nearly  two  degrees  short  of  its  average,  and  only  attained  47°*9  for  the 
month,  while  the  daily  deaths  increased  to  211. 

The  summer  months  were  much  as  usual,  excepting  that  the  mean 
temperatures  of  August  and  September  were  about  14-  degree  colder  than 
the  average  of  former  years;  and  the  mean  daily  deaths  diminished  from 
192  in  June  to  157  in  September,  with  its  mean  temperature  of  51°*4. 

From  this  date  the  deaths  increased  with  the  lowering  of  the  tempera- 
ture; October,  with  its  mean  temperature  of  48°*6,  furnishing  183  deaths 
daily,  and  November,  with  its  lower  temperature  of  41°*2,  furnishing  205 
deaths  daily. 

December  is  usually  a colder  month  than  November,  and  the  mean 
deaths  higher ; but  during  the  whole  month,  excepting  its  two  closing  days, 
its  mean  temperature  was  the  same  as  that  of  November,  and  its  daily  deaths 
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tlie  same,  viz.  205.  These  two  days  of  frost,  however,  lowered  its  general 
mean  temperature  about  half  a degree  below  that  of  November,  but,  occur- 
ring at  its  close,  did  not  affect  the  mortality. 

It  is  thus  seen  how  closely  the  mortality  in  Scotland  is  regulated  by 
temperature,  independent  altogether  of  the  diseases  which  may  be  prevalent. 

During  the  earlier  part  of  October,  at  which  period  Cholera  threatened 
to  spread,  and  during  which  month  a large  proportion  of  the  deaths  occurred, 
the  weather  had  very  much  the  same  characteristics  as  in  previous  outbreaks 
of  that  disease.  Thick  mists  occurred  every  day,  and  at  all  times  a haze, 
which  winds  did  not  seem  to  remove,  hung  over  the  towns  and  villages, 
more  especially  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  island,  where  cholera  was  present. 
The  air  felt  close  and  oppressive,  and  perspiration  was  induced  on  the  slightest 
exertion  from  the  air  beirm  overloaded  with  moisture. 

Table  YI.  shows  the  chief  points  of  the  meteorology  of  Scotland  for  the 
year  1866,  as  well  as  for  each  of  the  months  of  the  year.  By  that  table  it 
appears  that  the  mean  barometric  pressure,  corrected  to  the  sea-level  and 
to  32°  Fahr.,  was  29*753  inches.  The  mean  temperature  was  46°*3.  The 
highest  temperature  noted  in  the  shade  at  any  station  was  87°*5,  and  the 
lowest  — 1°.  The  mean  of  the  day  temperatures  was  52°*5,  and  mean  of  the 
night  temperatures  40°*2,  giving  12°*3  as  the  mean  daily  range  of  tempera- 
ture. The  highest  temperature  in  the  sun,  by  exposing  a thermometer  with 
a black  bulb  to  its  direct  ra}rs,  was  14 T6 ; and  the  greatest  cold  during  the

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night,  by  exposing  a black-bulb  thermometer  on  the  grass,  was  — 4°.  Rain 
fell  on  189  clays,  with  a mean  depth  of  41*41  inches  of  water.  The  sun 
shone  for  1688  hours  during  the  year,  and  the  mean  humidity  of  the  air 
was  86.  Easterly  winds,  on  an  average,  blew  for  94  days ; and  westerly 
winds,  181  days. 


EIGHT  PRINCIPAL  TOWNS  OF  SCOTLAND. 

The  returns  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  which  are  procured 
quarterly  from  every  Registrar  in  Scotland,  only  specify  the  number  of  each 
of  these  events,  but  give  no  particulars  as  to  the  diseases  which  may  be  pre- 
valent, unless  the  Registrar  should  embody  such  in  the  notes  which  he  is 
requested  to  append  to  his  return. 

From  the  Eight  Principal  Towns,  however,  weekly  returns  are  pro- 
cured, not  only  embracing  the  number  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages 
entered  on  the  registers  during  the  week,  but  specifying  also  the  residence 
and  age  of  every  person  who  died,  and  the  name  of  the  disease  which  proved 
fatal. 

To  keep  the  public  and  the  authorities  acquainted  with  the  vital  sta- 
tistics of  these  Eight  Towns,  Weekly  Returns  are  published  every  Tuesday 
of  the  number  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages,  together  with  the  highest, 
lowest,  and  mean  temperature,  and  the  fall  of  rain  in  Glasgow,  Edinburgh, 
Dundee,  Aberdeen,  Paisley,  Greenock,  Leith,  and  Perth.  A monthly 
publication,  on  the  other  hand,  gives  the  full  particulars  as  to  the  ages  of 
the  persons  who  died,  the  diseases  which  proved  fatal,  and  such  other  par- 
ticulars as  merit  notice.  The  public  and  the  authorities  are  thus  kept 
informed  of  the  diseases  which  are  affecting  the  people,  so  that,  in  the  event 
of  the  outbreak  of  any  virulent  epidemic,  they  can  adopt  those  precautions 
which  science  has  shown  tend  to  mitigate  the  disease,  or  to  prevent  its  spread. 

As  the  Eight  Towns  are  well  scattered  over  the  country,  and  their 
population  constitutes  between  a third  and  a fourth  of  the  population  of 
Scotland,  these  returns  enable  us  to  obtain  a very  good  idea  of  the  nature 
of  the  diseases  which  are  prevailing  over  the  country.

Report . 
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BIRTHS  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

3 8552  Births  were  registered  in  the  Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scotland 
during  the  year  1866,  being  in  the  very  high  proportion  of  411  births  in  every 
ten  thousand  persons  of  the  estimated  population  of  these  towns.  The  mean 
annual  proportion  of  births  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  ten  previous 
years  was  387  births  in  every  ten  thousand  persons,  so  that  it  is  at  once 
apparent  how'  very  high  the  birth-rate  has  been  during  the  past  year. 
When  we  speak  of  the  marriages,  it  will  be  shown  that  this  is  mainly  to  be 
attributed  to  the  very  great  increase  in  the  proportion  of  marriages  which 
took  place  in  1863,  and  has  continued  ever  since. 

The  birth-rate  varied  in  the  several  towns.  (See  Table  on  p.  29.) 
Thus,  for  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  each  of  these  towns,  there  were  320 
births  in  Perth,  356  in  Edinburgh,  381  in  Aberdeen,  383  in  Paisley,  407 
in  Leith,  424  in  Glasgow,  458  in  Dundee,  and  516  births  in  Greenock. 

Of  the  38552  births  in  the  Eight  Towns,  34585  were  legitimate,  and 
3967  illegitimate,  thus  indicating  that  10*3  per  cent,  of  the  births  were 
illegitimate. 

The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  varied  greatly  in  the  Eight  Towns, 
being  low’est  in  Greenock  and  highest  in  Aberdeen.  Thus,  in  Greenock

only  5*3  per  cent,  of  the  births  -were  illegitimate,  in  Leith  7*2  per  cent.,  in 
Paisley  9*5,  in  Perth  9*7,  in  Glasgow  and  in  Edinburgh  10’2,  in  Dundee 
12 '4,  and  in  Aberdeen  14  per  cent. 

The  greatest  number  of  births  occurred  during  April,  May,  and  June ; 
the  smallest  during  the  months  of  September,  November,  and  December. 
Of  the  children  born,  19750  were  boys,  and  18802  girls,  showing  that  105 
boys  were  born  for  every  100  girls.  This  is  the  usual  European  proportion. 
(See  Tables  on  p.  36.) 

DEATHS  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

27448  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year  1866, 
being  in  the  proportion  of  292  deaths  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  of  the 
estimated  population.  This  is  a higher  proportion  than  the  mean  annual 
average  of  the  eleven  preceding  years,  which  wras  at  the  rate  of  281  deaths 
in  every  ten  thousand  persons,  but  is  below  the  proportion  of  the  three 
previous  years.  (See  Table  VII.) 

The  mortality  in  the  Eight  Towns  does  not  rise  or  decline  simul- 
taneously, as  is  abundantly  proved  by  Table  VIII.,  for  it  is  there  seen  that 
not  only  do  the  death-rates  in  the  several  towns  differ  widely  from  each 
other,  but  even  during  the  same  year  the  mortality  of  one  may  be  below7 
the  average,  while  that  of  another  may  be  greatly  above  it.  Thus,  during 
1866,  while  the  mortality  in  Edinburgh,  Dundee,  Aberdeen,  Paisley,  and 
Leith  was  above  the  mean  of  the  ten  previous  years,  that  of  Glasgow, 
Greenock,  and  Perth  was  below  it.  During  1866  the  mortality  was  lowest 
in  Perth,  and  highest  in  Dundee.  Thus,  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in 
each  of  these  towns,  there  died  at  the  rate  of  228  in  Perth,  242  in  Leith, 
274  in  Edinburgh,  283  in  Paisley,  298  in  Glasgow7,  309  in  Aberdeen,  314 
in  Greenock,  and  319  in  Dundee. 

Of  the  27448  persons  who  died  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year, 
1 1408,  or  41  per  cent.,  were  under  five  years  of  age.  This  proportion  varied 
considerably  in  the  several  towns.  Thus,  in  Perth  only  29  per  cent,  of 
the  persons  who  died  were  under  five  years  of  age,  in  Edinburgh  32  per 
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cent.,  in  Paisley  38,  in  Aberdeen  40,  in  Dundee  41,  in  Leith  42,  but  in 
Greenock  and  Glasgow  45  per  cent.  This  mode  of  calculation,  however, 
gives  no  idea  whatever  of  the  death-rate  among  children  under  five  years 
of  age ; it  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  compare  the  deaths  under  five  years 
with  the  number  of  children  at  the  same  ages  who  are  living  in  each  of  the 
towns.  This  is  shown  in  Table  IX.,  the  number  of  children  being  estimated 
to  the  middle  of  the  year.  By  that  table  it  appears,  that  during  1866  only 
5*4  per  cent,  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age  died  at  Perth,  7*4  per 
cent,  at  Paisley  and  at  Leith,  7*7  per  cent,  at  Edinburgh,  9*7  per  cent, 
at  Greenock,  9’8  per  cent,  at  Glasgow,  but  10  per  cent,  at  Dundee  and 
Aberdeen. 

The  Zymotic  (epidemic  and  contagious)  class  of  diseases  proved  fatal 
to  6262  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  constituted  23  per  cent,  of 
the  deaths,  and,  allowing  for  the  proportion  of  deaths  whose  causes  were 
not  ascertained,  cut  off  680  persons  in  every  ten  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  proportion  of  deaths,  however,  from  that  class  of  diseases 
varied  greatly  in  the  Eight  Towns.  Thus,  in  Perth  only  19*2  per  cent,  of 
the  deaths  were  caused  by  the  Zymotic  class  of  diseases,  in  Edinburgh  20*7 
per  cent.,  in  Greenock  2P9,  in  Glasgow  22*8,  in  Paisley  24*9,  in  Leith 
25,  in  Dundee  25*5,  and  in  Aberdeen  27*3  per  cent.  In  proportion  to  the 
population,  Perth  suffered  least,  and  Aberdeen  the  highest,  from  that  class 
of  diseases.  Thus,  allowing  for  the  proportion  of  non-specifiecl  causes  of 
death,  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  each  of  these  towns,  43  died  during 
the  year  from  the  Zymotic  diseases  in  Perth,  56  in  Edinburgh,  60  in  Leith, 
68  in  Glasgow  and  in  Greenock,  70  in  Paisley,  81  in  Dundee,  and  84  in 
Aberdeen.  (For  the  Tables  of  Diseases  see  pp.  30-34.) 

Of  the  several  epidemic  diseases,  Small-pox  proved  fatal  to  152  persons 
in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  constituted  0*5  per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 
During  the  previous  year  there  had  been  only  67  deaths  in  the  Eight 
Towns  from  the  same  cause,  so  that  the  deaths  by  Small-pox  had  more

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than  doubled  during  1866.  Even  this  number,  however,  is  very  greatly 
below  the  average  annual  number  of  deaths  by  Small-pox  in  the  Eight 
Towns  in  former  years,  and  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  indicating  that 
the  Vaccination  Act  is  working  satisfactorily. 

Measles  only  cut  off  568  children  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year, 
thus  constituting  2T  per  cent,  of  the  deaths.  Aberdeen,  Greenock,  and 
Glasgow  suffered  most  from  that  disease,  Perth  and  Dundee  the  least. 

Scarlatina  proved  fatal  to  831  persons,  and  thus  constituted  3 per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  in  the  Eight  Towns.  In  Aberdeen  the  mortality  was  double 
this,  6 per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  there  being  caused  by  Scarlatina.  In 
Perth  and  Edinburgh  the  mortality  from  that  disease  was  trifling,  being 
considerably  tinder  1 per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

193  deaths  were  attributed  to  Diphtheria  in  the  Eight  Towns.  Both 
in  1865  and  1866,  therefore,  the  deaths  from  this  cause  have  been  very 
much  lower  than  in  1864,  when  343  deaths  were  caused  by  it. 

Hooping-cough  caused  868  deaths  in  the  Eight  Towns,  or  3*2  per  cent,  of 
the  mortality.  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  were  the  towns  where  the  mortality 
from  this  disease  was  above  the  mean,  but  in  Paisley  very  much  below  it. 

Croup  cut  off  273  children,  and  thus  constituted  1 per  cent,  of  the  mor- 
tality. Dundee  and  Greenock  would  appear  to  have  suffered  more  than  the 
other  towns  from  that  disease — a circumstance  often  remarked  in  former  years. 

Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery  were  less  fatal  in  1866  than  during  the  pre- 
vious year,  only  688  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  and  80  from  Dysentery,  having 
been  registered  in  the  Eight  Towns.  It  has  often  been  pointed  out  in  these 
Reports,  that  the  bowel-complaints  are  in  general  quite  regulated  by  the 
weather,  and  that,  should  no  very  warm  weather  occur  during  the  summer 
or  early  autumnal  months,  the  mortality  from  these  affections  remains  low. 
Excepting  for  one  week  in  June,  and  two  ■weeks  in  July,  the  mean  tem- 
perature was  never  above  60°  Eahr.,  and  the  consequence  was,  that  Diarrhoea 
and  Dysentery  were  not  so  fatal  as  in  1865.  The  smaller  mortality  may 
perhaps  be  attributed  to  the  persons  sooner  subjecting  themselves  to  medical 
treatment,  from  the  fear  of  its  passing  into  Cholera,  as  the  tendency  to  slight 
affections  of  the  bowels  was  greater  than  usual. 

Another  disease,  however,  belonging  to  the  same  class — Cholera— 
raised  the  mortality  of  the  bowel-complaints  in  1866,  causing  480  deaths  in 
the  Eight  Towns.  Hot  a year  passes  without  from  20  to  40  deaths  from 
Cholera  occurring  in  the  Eight  Towns  ; but  in  these  years  it  appears  to  be 
induced  by  the  very  same  causes  as  Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery,  only  mani- 
fests itself  during  the  warm  weather,  and  disappears  as  the  weather  cools. 
All  this  is  changed  when  that  disease  assumes  the  epidemic  type,  as  it  did 
this  year.  In  that  case  it  seems  to  change  its  nature,  and  to  become  subject 
to  the  law  which  appears  to  regulate  the  spread  of  almost  all  diseases  in 
Scotland,  viz.,  it  increased  in  prevalence  and  fatality  with  the  depression  of 
temperature,  the  maximum  number  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  coldest 
month.  It  is  certain  that  such  has  been  the  course  of  the  disease  in  the 
Eight  Towns  during  1866  ; for  while  only  2 deaths  from  Cholera  occurred 
in  May,  5 in  June,  14  in  July,  and  14  in  August,  during  the  much  cooler 
month  of  September  the  deaths  increased  to  48,  during  October,  when  the 
mean  temperature  was  only  49°T,  the  deaths  increased  to  167,  and  during 
November,  when  the  coldest  weather  occurred,  and  the  mean  temperature 
fell  to  420,3,  the  deaths  from  Cholera  attained  their  maximum  of  203. 
After  this  the  disease  began  to  die  out,  so  that  only  27  deaths  occurred 
during  December. 
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While  the  disease  prevailed,  every  form,  from  the  mildest,  where  only 
Choleraic  Diarrhoea  was  present,  to  the  most  malignant,  was  often  witnessed 
in  members  of  the  same  family ; and  though  Diarrhoea  frequently  existed 
for  hours,  or  even  days,  previous  to  the  invasion  of  the  collapsed  stage,  it 
was  not  always  present ; and  instances  were  recorded  where  the  sudden 
invasion  of  the  disease  terminated  life  in  a few  hours. 

Of  the  epidemic  diseases,  Typhus,  in  its  varied  forms  of  Typhus  (or 
Spotted  Fever),  Enteric  (Typhoid,  Gastro-Enteric,  and  Enteric),  Relapsing, 
and  simple  Continued  Fever,  was  the  most  fatal,  cutting  off  1704  persons 
in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  constituting  the  high  proportion  of  6*3  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths.  This  is  a much  higher  number  of  deaths  than  is  usually 
caused  by  that  disease,  yet  falls  short  of  the  mortality  from  that  disease  in 

1865,  when  2707  fell  victims  to  Typhus  in  the  Eight  Towns. 

In  last  Report  it  was  stated,  as  the  result  of  inquiries  made  into  the 
former  prevalence  of  epidemics  of  Fever  in  Scotland,  that  it  was  ascertained 
that  they  usually  broke  out,  or  assumed  the  epidemic  type,  in  October, 
continued  during  the  remainder  of  that  and  the  whole  of  the  two  consecu- 
tive years,  and  died  out  in  the  spring  of  the  fourth  year, — thus  prevailing 
among  the  people  for  a period  of  nearly  three  years.  The  late  epidemic 
of  Fever  appears  to  have  closely  followed  this  course.  It  appeared  first 
in  the  epidemic  form  in  October  1863,  continued  during  the  whole  of  1864 
and  1865,  and  died  down  to  its  usual  mortality  during  August  and  September 

1866.  A fresh  outbreak  was  threatened  in  October,  but  by  December  the 
mortality  had  again  fallen  nearly  to  its  normal  condition. 

The  statistics  of  Fever  prove  that  it  has  not  changed  its  nature  or  its 
types  during  late  years,  as  is  often  assumed,  but  that  all  the  varying  forms 
recognised  and  described  a hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  were  met  with  in  the 
prevalent  epidemic  of  1866.  Thus,  of  the  1704  deaths  registered  under 
the  title  of  Typhus,  1269  were  registered  as  Typhus  or  Spotted  Fever,  203 
as  Gastric  Fever,  167  as  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever,  45  as  Relapsing  Fever, 
and  20  as  Continued  Fever. 

Of  the  other  Zymotic  diseases,  Influenza  caused  50  deaths,  Purpura 
10,  Ague  6,  Worms  10,  Infantile  Fever  14,  Metria  (Childbed  Fever)  70, 
Rheumatic  Fever  34,  Erysipelas  143,  Syphilis  72  (and  of  these,  52  were 
Congenital  Syphilis),  Noma  5,  and  Hernia  11. 

The  Tubercular  class  of  diseases  cut  off  4871  persons  in  the  Eight 
Towns,  and  thus  caused  18  per  cent,  of  the  mortality ; in  other  words,  caused 
53  deaths  during  the  year  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  The  mortality 
from  this  class  of  diseases  was  highest  in  Greenock,  and  lowest  in  Leith. 
Thus,  in  every  ten  thousand  inhabitants  in  each  town,  this  class  of  diseases 
cut  off  31  in  Leith,  36  in  Perth,  48  in  Aberdeen,  49  in  Paisley  and  Edin- 
burgh, 56  in  Glasgow  and  Dundee,  and  61  in  Greenock. 

Consumption  is  the  most  fatal  of  the  diseases  belonging  to  this  class, 
and  it  cut  off  3486  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year.  It  thus 
constituted  12*9  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  or  cut  off  in  the  proportion  of  38 
persons  in  every  ten  thousand  living  during  the  year.  As  compared  with 
the  population,  the  lowest  mortality  from  Consumption  occurred  in  Leith, 
the  highest  in  Greenock.  Thus,  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  each  of 
these  towns,  15  died  from  Consumption  in  Leith,  27  in  Perth,  33  in  Paisley, 
35  in  Edinburgh  and  Aberdeen,  40  in  Glasgow,  43  in  Dundee,  and  45  in 
Greenock. 

Of  the  other  diseases  belonging  to  this  class,  Scrofula  caused  1 50  deaths, 
Tabes  Mesenterica  329,  and  Hydrocephalus  906. 
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2192  persons  died  in  the  Eight  Towns  from  diseases  of  the  brain  and 
nerves.  This  class  of  diseases  thus  constituted  8T  per  cent,  of  the  specified 
causes  of  death,  or  cut  oft’  in  the  proportion  of  24  persons  in  every  ten 
thousand.  The  proportion  of  deaths  from  brain  diseases  was  highest  in 
Aberdeen,  and  lowest  in  Leith.  Of  these  diseases,  Apoplexy  caused  424 
deaths,  Paralysis  549,  Epilepsy  77,  Convulsions  511,  Delirium  Tremens  33, 
Insanity  21,  Tetanus  10,  and  Cholera  5 deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  bloodvessels  caused  1127  deaths,  or  4*18 
per  cent,  of  the  specified  causes  of  death. 

The  inflammatory  affections  of  the  respiratory  organs  proved  fatal  to 
4738  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  constituted  17*5  per  cent,  of 
the  specified  causes  of  death  ; or,  in  other  words,  during  the  year  caused  51 
deaths  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  As  in  the  previous  year,  Glasgow 
seems  to  have  suffered  most  from  these  affections,  Perth  the  least ; for  while 
only  11  *5  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  caused  by  these  diseases  in  Perth, 
207  per  cent,  were  cut  off  in  Glasgow.  Of  the  other  towns,  12*5  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  were  caused  by  inflammatory  affections  of  the  respiratory  organs 
in  Paisley,  13*8  per  cent,  in  Aberdeen,  14*6  in  Greenock,  14*8  in  Dun- 
dee, 15*7  in  Edinburgh,  and  17*3  in  Leith. 

Bronchitis,  the  most  fatal  of  these  affections,  cut  off  3317  persons  in 
the  Eight  Towns,  and  of  itself  constituted  12*3  per  cent,  of  the  specified 
causes  of  death,  or  cut  off  in  the  proportion  of  36  persons  in  every  ten 
thousand  living.  The  mortality  from  Bronchitis  was  very  different  in  each 
of  the  Eight  Towns.  Thus,  in  Perth  only  8*3  per  cent,  of  the  specified 
causes  of  death  were  caused  by  that  disease,  in  Aberdeen  8*5  per  cent.,  in 
Paisley  8*6  per  cent.,  in  Dundee  9f6,  in  Edinburgh  10*7,  in  Greenock 
10*9,  in  Leith  12*4,  but  in  Glasgow  14*9  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were 
from  Bronchitis. 

Of  the  other  inflammatory  affections  of  the  respiratory  organs,  Pneu- 
monia caused  922  deaths,  Asthma  218,  Laryngitis  44,  Pleurisy  69  ; while 
in  168  cases,  the  disease  was  only  described  as  Disease  of  the  Lungs. 

Notwithstanding  the  varying  general  mortality  from  year  to  year,  it  is 
astonishing  with  what  constancy  a third  of  all  the  deaths  which  occur  are 
caused  by  diseases  which  affect  the  lungs  and  respiratory  apparatus.  Thus, 
for  many  years,  34  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in  the  Eight  Towns  are  annually 
caused  by  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  including,  of  course,  Con- 
sumption, Croup,  and  Hooping-cough  ; and  during  the  past  year  this  is 
the  proportion  in  which  these  diseases  have  proved  fatal.  Thus  the  air, 
which  is  the  chief  source  of  our  life,  brings  with  it  the  elements  of  death. 

1924  deaths  in  the  Eight  Towns  were  attributed  to  disease  of  the 
stomach  and  other  organs  of  digestion.  Of  these,  603  were  attributed  to 
Teething,  313  to  Enteritis,  103  to  Ileus,  272  to  disease  of  the  Stomach,  377 
to  various  diseases  of  the  Liver,  etc. 

1544  infants  in  the  Eight  Towns  died  at  or  shortly  after  birth,  from 
the  debility  of  weakly  constitutions,  or  from  being  born  prematurely.  The 
deaths  from  this  cause,  therefore,  constituted  5J  per  cent,  of  the  specified 
causes  of  death.  1309  persons,  on  the  other  hand,  had  their  deaths  attii- 
buted  to  old  age,  without  marked  disease. 

Of  the  other  diseases,  Cancer  cut  off  376  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns, 
Dropsy  384,  Mortification  73,  Disease  of  the  Kidneys  366,  Disease  of  Joints 
and  Bones  90,  Rheumatism  53,  Disease  of  Skin  13,  Carbuncle  8,  Atrophy 
207,  Malformation  52,  Disease  of  Uterus  and  Ovarian  Dropsy  62,.  Abscess 
62,  etc. 
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226  women  died  in  childbed, — 70  of  these  from  Childbed  Fever  or 
Metria,  and  156  from  the  other  accidents  of  that  state.  This  indicates  that 
one  mother  died  for  every  170  children  which  were  born  alive,  or  that  59 
mothers  died  for  every  ten  thousand  children  born  alive  in  the  Eight  Towns. 
But  the  proportion  of  mothers  who  died  in  childbed  in  the  several  towns 
during  1866  differed  extremely.  Thus,  for  every  ten  thousand  children 
born  alive  in  each  of  the  towns,  32  mothers  died  at  Leith,  38  at  Aberdeen, 
54  at  Paisley,  57  at  Glasgow,  64  at  Edinburgh  and  Dundee,  69  at  Perth, 
and  82  at  Greenock. 

918  deaths  were  ascribed  to  violent  and  accidental  causes  in  the  Eight 
Towns.  Of  these,  373  were  caused  by  Fractures,  133  by  Burns  and 
Scalds,  120  by  Drowning,  52  by  Suffocation  (of  which  44  were  cases  of 
infants  overlaid),  32  by  Wounds,  41  by  Intemperance,  69  by  Want  of  Breast 
Milk,  24  by  Poison,  21  by  Hanging,  2 by  Privation  of  Food,  1 by  Neglect, 
and  46  by  other  violent  causes  not  included  in  the  above.  Of  the  above  918 
violent  deaths,  52  were  Suicides,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  a full  fifth  of 
of  these  occurred  during  the  month  of  April. 

MARRIAGES  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

9450  marriages  were  registered  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year 
1866,  being  at  the  very  high  proportion  of  one  marriage  for  every  99  persons 
in  the  population,  or  one  per  cent.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VII.,  that 
for  two  consecutive  years  the  marriage-rate  has  been  in  this  high  proportion. 
From  1855  to  the  close  of  1862,  the  marriage-rate  continued  steady  at  the 
proportion  of  86  marriages  to  every  ten  thousand  persons  of  the  population. 
In  1863  this  proportion  rose  to  94  marriages  in  a like  population  ; in  1864 
to  96  marriages  ; while  for  1865  and  1866  it  has  continued  steadily  at  the 
very  high  rate  of  100  marriages  for  every  ten  thousand  persons. 

The  proportion  of  marriages  is  the  surest  index  we  possess  of  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  country,  as  it  is  invariably  found  that  these 
increase  when  trade  is  active,  the  demand  for  labour  great,  and  wages  high. 

This  high  proportion  of  marriages  is  now  telling  on  the  number  and 
proportion  of  births;  for  just  as  the  marriages  have  been  increasing,  so 
have  the  births ; and  what  proves  that  the  one  is  dependent  on  the  other  is 
the  fact  that  the  rise  in  the  proportion  of  births  was  observed  to  follow  that 
of  the  marriages,  and  to  keep  pace  with  it. 

The  proportion  of  marriages  in  the  several  towns  indicates  very  closely 
the  general  commercial  and  manufacturing  prosperity  of  each  during  the 
year.  Thus,  Greenock  for  some  years  past  has  exceeded  all  the  towns  in 
the  high  proportion  of  its  marriages  ; the  great  demand  for  labour,  and  the 
high  wages  paid  in  the  iron  shipbuilding  yards,  which  had  greatly  increased, 
inducing  young  men  to  flock  into  it,  and  to  marry.  During  the  latter 
months  of  1866,  however,  the  iron  shipbuilders  struck  for  higher  wages, 
and  hundreds  of  hands  have  since  then  been  out  of  employment.  The  con- 
sequence has  been  that,  instead  of  the  proportion  of  marriages  in  Greenock 
being  higher  than  in  the  other  towns,  four  of  the  towns  have  a higher  pro- 
portion. During  1866  Dundee  had  the  highest  proportion  of  marriages, 
viz.  117  in  every  ten  thousand  inhabitants.  This  is  easily  accounted  for. 
The  flax,  jute,  and  hemp  manufactures  have  immensely  increased  of  late 
years,  especially  since  the  partial  arrestment  of  the  cotton  manufactures 
caused  by  the  late  wrar  in  the  United  States  of  America.  For  every  ten 
thousand  persons  in  each  town  in  1866,  Leith  had  the  proportion  of  105 
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marriages,  Edinburgh  101,  Glasgow  100,  Greenock  99,  Aberdeen  92, 
Perth  90,  and  Paisley  85.  From  this  fact  alone  it  might  be  augured  that 
the  population  of  Paisley  is  at  a stand-still ; and  it  is  generally  believed  that 
it  is  so. 


WEATHER  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

The  year  1866,  though  it  had  its  own  peculiarities  as  to  weather,  was 
not  distinguishable  from  an  average  year,  excepting  in  the  greater  fall  of 
rain,  the  lower  mean  temperatures  during  August  and  September,  and  the 
higher  mean  temperatures  during  November  and  December.  In  last  year’s 
Report  special  attention  was  directed  to  the  close  connection  between  the 
mean  temperature  and  the  deaths,  as  shown  in  the  weekly  returns  of  tem- 
perature and  of  deaths.  It  was  then  shown  that  during  the  whole  year  the 
number  of  deaths  fluctuated  weekly  with  the  temperature,  increasing  when- 
ever the  temperature  fell,  but  diminishing  when  the  temperature  rose,  and 
became  milder.  Table  X.  shows  that  the  same  close  connection  between 
the  weekly  number  of  deaths  and  the  temperature  existed  during  the  whole 
of  1866.  In  studying  that  table,  however,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that, 
though  the  effect  of  a sudden  fall  of  temperature  on  the  human  frame  is 
immediate,  a day  or  two  frequently  elapses  before  the  person  dies,  and  his 
death  is  registered.  The  consequence  is,  that  if  the  fall  of  temperature 
occurs  at  the  beginning  of  the  week,  the  deaths  registered  during  that  "week, 
as  a general  rule,  accurately  express  the  effect  of  the  fall  of  temperature  ; 
but  if  the  fall  of  temperature  occurs  at  the  close  of  the  week,  we  must  look 
to  the  deaths  registered  during  the  following  week  to  find  the  effect  of  that 
depression  of  temperature.  Thus,  during  the  week  ending  13th  January, 
the  lowest  temperature,  16°‘2,  occurred  on  the  12th,  and  consequently  it

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was  during  tlie  following  week  that  the  deaths  were  registered  which  were  in- 
duced by  that  excessive  fall  of  temperature,  the  deaths  rising  from  550  to  587. 

The  week  ending  10th  March  was  an  instance  of  the  deaths  which 
occurred  and  were  registered  during  the  week  accurately  corresponding  with 
the  registered  temperature.  During  that  week  the  lowest  temperature,  14°*9, 
occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  week,  viz.  on  the  5th,  and  the  whole 
deaths  caused  by  that  excessive  fall  of  temperature  were  registered  during 
the  week,  so  that  the  deaths  rose  from  572,  which  they  were  the  previous 
week,  to  051  ; and  the  cold  continuing,  though  not  with  the  same  intensity, 
during  the  succeeding  week,  the  deaths  amounted  to  630.  Milder  weather 
setting  in,  the  weekly  deaths  fell,  till,  on  the  week  ending  28th  April,  they 
only  numbered  576,  the  mean  temperature  being  47°T.  Next  week,  how- 
ever, a sudden  depression  of  temperature  occurred.  The  mean  temperature 
fell  to  41°*7,  and  the  lowest  temperature  to  27° ; and  under  these  adverse 
influences  the  deaths  immediately  rose  to  619.  After  this  they  rapidly  fell 
under  the  influence  of  milder  weather,  yet  keeping  exact  pace  with  the 
mean  temperature.  Thus,  on  the  week  ending  May  26th,  with  its  mean 
temperature  of  520,7,  the  deaths  were  only  508  ; but  the  next  week  proving 
colder,  having  only  a mean  temperature  of  48 °*8,  the  deaths  rose  to  558. 
After  this  the  deaths  fell  under  the  influence  of  milder  weather,  till,  on  the 
week  ending  June  30th,  with  its  mean  temperature  of  630,4,  they  had  fallen 
to  467. 

The  same  close  connection  between  temperature  and  mortality  was 
observed  during  every  week  of  the  year  ; but  the  above  examples  may  suffice 
to  prove  the  point,  and  the  Table  will  speak  for  itself. 

Men  are  very  unwilling  to  open  their  eyes  to  these  facts,  because  they 
run  counter  to  established  prejudices.  But  it  is  well  to  know  that  our  health 
and  lives  are  far  more  dependent  on  weather  than  on  any  diseases  which 
may  be  prevalent ; for  the  temperature  acts  with  equal  power  on  all  dis- 
eases, whether  these  be  what  we  term  epidemic  or  sporadic.  It  is  the  de- 
pressions of  temperature — the  cold — which  we  have  specially  to  dread  and 
to  guard  against ; and  far  from  cold  frosty  weather  arresting  disease  in  this 
country,  the  above  facts  prove  that  it  increases  both  its  prevalence  and  its 
fatality.

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Table  XI.  is  drawn  up  with  the  view  of  showing  the  connection 
between  certain  atmospheric  phenomena,  especially  mean  monthly  tempera- 
ture, and  the  deaths  from  certain  diseases  and  classes  of  disease  in  the 
Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scotland.  In  reading  that  Table  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  November  was  really  the  coldest  of  the  latter  months  of  the 
year,  the  lowest  temperatures  ranging  from  24°  to  26° ; whereas  during 
December  they  ranged  from  26°  to  3o°*6,  and  the  greater  equality  of  mean 
temperature,  caused  by  the  more  steady  blowing  of  the  balmy  south  winds, 
rendered  the  changes  of  temperature  less  sudden  and  less  hurtful. 

That  Table  shows  the  influence  of  temperature  on  all  diseases  in  a very 
striking  manner.  The  zymotic  (epidemic  and  contagious)  diseases  only 
cut  of  413  during  the  warm  month  of  June,  and  438  in  August;  but  666 
in  October,  and  732  in  November.  Thus  the  very  class  of  diseases  usually 
supposed  to  be  induced  by  heat,  and  by  the  effluvia  which  heat  raises  from 
decaying  amimal  or  vegetable  matters,  had  their  lowest  mortality  during  the 
warm  months,  and  their  highest  mortality  in  the  very  coldest  months,  when 
all  their  supposed  causes  are  non-existent.  Typhus,  which  only  cut  off  100 
in  August,  and  91  in*  September,  caused  122  deaths  in  October,  and  142  in 
November.  Cholera,  which  only  caused  5 deaths  in  June,  and  14  in  July, 
caused  167  in  October,  and  203  in  November.  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory 
Organs,  which  caused  211  deaths  in  August,  caused  239  in  October,  and 
482  in  November. 

These  examples  may  suffice  to  show  the  generally  baneful  influence  of 
cold  on  the  diseases  which  afflict  our  race.  One  class  of  diseases,  however, 
seems  to  be  subject  to  a different  lawr,  and  is  aggravated  and  rendered  more 
fatal  by  heat,  viz.,  the  ordinary  bowel-complaints.  Diarrhoea,  therefore, 
which,  during  the  cold  month  of  April,  only  caused  18  deaths,  numbered 
92  in  the  warm  month  of  July,  and  128  in  August,  rapidly  falling  with  the 
descent  of  temperature  to  38  in  December.  Cholera,  however,  we  have  just 
seen,  having  appeared  as  an  epidemic,  followed  the  usual  law  of  epidemics 
in  this  country,  and  increased  with  the  depression  of  temperature. 


VACCINATION  IN  SCOTLAND,  1865. 

For  the  reasons  mentioned  in  the  First  Annual  Report  on  Vaccination 
in  Scotland,  this  Report  has  reference  to  the  vaccination  of  children  born 
during  the  year  1865,  a considerable  proportion  of  whom  must  necessarily  have 
been  vaccinated  in  1866.  By  the  Scottish  Vaccination  Act,  26°  and  27° 
Viet.  c.  108,  six  months  are  allowed  to  elapse  from  the  birth  of  the  child, 
before  the  parents  or  guardians  incur  a penalty  for  not  having  had  their 
child  vaccinated.  The  Board  of  Supervision,  however,  were  very  pro- 
perly empowered  to  extend  that  period  in  the  Insular  and  Highland  parishes, 
where  communication  is  difficult  at  all  times,  and  in  many  is  nearly  sus- 
pended for  six  months  annually.  By  virtue  of  that  power,  the  Board  of 
Supervision  has  extended  the  period  within  which  vaccination  must  be 
effected  to  twelve  months  in  thirty-four  of  these  parishes,  embracing  fifty- 
six  Registration  Districts  ; and  the  same  extension  could  still  with  propriety 
be  made  in  the  case  of  a few  more. 
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From  the  Vaccination  Returns  for  1865  it  appears,  that  during  that 
year  there  were  born  113129  children.  Of  these,  99648,  being  88*084  per 
cent,  of  the  whole,  were  successfully  vaccinated;  719,  or  0*636  per  cent., 
had  their  vaccination  postponed  from  ill  health,  or  other  causes;  715,  being 
0*532  per  cent.,  were  found  insusceptible  of  vaccination — 474  from  con- 
stitutional insusceptibility,  34  from  having  had  Small-pox,  and  207  from 
having  been  previously  vaccinated.  9366  children,  or  8*279  per  cent,  of 
the  whole,  died  before  vaccination  could  be  performed ; while  2681,  or 
2*369  per  cent.,  had  been  removed  from  the  districts  before  vaccination  could 
be  enforced,  or  were  otherwise  unaccounted  for. 

To  show  the  great  success,  however,  of  the  Vaccination  Act,  we  must 
deduct  from  the  number  of  births  all  the  children  who  died  before  vaccina- 
tion could  be  performed.  Table  XIII.  is  drawn  up  with  the  view  of  showing 
this.  It  deducts  from  the  113129  children  born  during  the  year  the  9366 
who  died  before  they  could  be  vaccinated,  and  thus  truly  shows  the  propor- 
tion of  living  children  who  were  protected  by  vaccination. 

Of  these  103763  living  children,  99648,  or  the  high  proportion  of 
96*034  per  cent.,  were  successfully  vaccinated.  But  to  this  number  we 
must  add  the  474  who  were  found  insusceptible  to  the  vaccine  virus,  the 
34  who  had  already  had  Small-pox,  and  the  207  who  had  been  previously 
vaccinated  by  clergymen,  midwives,  or  others.  This  would  give  a total  of 
100363  children  protected  as  far  as  may  be  from  the  ravages  of  Small-pox, 
or  96*723  per  cent,  of  the  surviving  children  of  1865. 

This  is  a slightly  higher  proportion  than  during  the  previous  year,  and 
is  a most  gratifying  result,  as  it  proves  how  fully  the  statute  has  been  carried 
into  effect,  and  also  that  it  fulfils  the  end  for  which  it  was  enacted.  The 
proportion  successfully  vaccinated  is  about  the  highest  which  could  be  under 
any  system ; and  yet  even  that  proportion  might  be  increased,  were  it 
enacted  that  all  children  born  in  towns  with  populations  of  two  thousand 
and  upwards,  should  be  vaccinated  within  three  or  four  months  after  birth, 
instead  of  allowing,  as  at  present,  six  months  to  elapse  before  the  vaccina- 
tion can  be  enforced  under  penalties.  2^-  per  cent.,  who  at  present  escape 
vaccination  by  being  lost  sight  of,  in  consequence  of  removing  from  the 
district  in  which  the  birth  occurs,  belong  to  that  low,  wandering  class,  who 
are  never  long  in  one  locality.  Before  the  six  months  (at  present  allowed 
by  the  Act)  expires,  the  Registrar  has  lost  sight  of  them  ; and  it  is  never 
known  whether  they  are  vaccinated  or  not.  The  roaming  habits  of  the 
class  in  question  are  of  course  calculated  to  scatter  the  seeds  of  infection 
when  cases  of  Small-pox  occur,  as  they  frequently  do,  among  their  children  ; 
and  accordingly,  on  public  grounds,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that

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every  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  these  children  under  the  operation  of 
the  Vaccination  Act.  In  perhaps  the  half  of  such  cases,  the  non-registra- 
tion of  the  vaccination  may  have  arisen  from  the  children  having  died,  for 
the  mortality  among  the  children  of  that  class  is  very  high ; but  the  altera- 
tion above  suggested  would  probably  increase  the  number  of  successful 
vaccinations  by  about  one  per  cent.  It  would  have  another  important 
effect,  which  should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  Small-pox  is  a disease  which 
attacks  by  preference  the  very  young,  and  is  fatal  in  proportion  to  the 
youth  of  the  child  attacked.  The  earlier,  therefore,  that  a child  can  be 
vaccinated,  the  better  for  the  child ; and,  besides,  it  is  always  desirable  to 
have  the  vaccination  over  before  teething  commences,  as  the  irritability 
produced  by  that  often  prevents  the  success  of  the  operation,  and  is  a 
most  common  cause  of  repeated  failures,  and  consequent  troublesome  post- 
ponements. 

The  Act  has  not  been  long  enough  in  operation  to  show  the  full  bene- 
ficial results  which  are  likely  to  arise  from  it  in  arresting  the  spread  of 
Small-pox  among  the  population.  The  accompanying  Table,  however,  of 
the  deaths  from  Small-pox  in  Scotland,  from  1855  to  the  close  of  1866, 
will  show  that  in  so  far  as  legislative  enactments  can  aid  in  effecting  such 
a thing,  the  efficient  vaccination  of  the  children  has,  without  doubt,  greatly 
diminished  the  prevalence  and  fatality  of  Small-pox. 

As  shown  in  last  Report,  Small-pox,  like  other  epidemics,  has  its 
alternate  periods  of  prevalence  and  decline  ; and  these  periods  recur  with 
such  regularity,  that  they  resemble  the  successive  flow  of  waves,  the  period 
when  the  mortality  is  greatest  resembling  the  crest  of  the  wave,  that  when 
the  mortality  is  lowest,  its  trough.  Thus,  this  Table  shows  that  great 
Small-pox  waves  washed  over  Scotland  in  the  years  1855  and  1856,  again 
in  1860,  and  yet  again  in  1863  and  1864  ; but  in  no  previous  years  of 
which  we  have  any  records  has  the  mortality  from  Small-pox  been  so  low

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as  in  1865  and  1866,  when  Scotland  was  under  the  efficient  operation  of 
the  Vaccination  Act. 

Though  the  details  cannot  for  some  time  be  published,  it  is  known 
that  Small-pox  was  prevalent  over  England  during  1866.  During  that 
year  it  also  showed  a tendency  to  break  out  in  Scotland ; and  it  may 
fairly  be  assumed  that  it  has  been  kept  within  bounds  by  such  a large  pro- 
portion of  the  children  having  been  efficiently  vaccinated.  A few  years, 
however,  must  yet  elapse  before  we  can  ascertain  the  full  extent  of  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  Scottish  Vaccination  Act.  So  far  as  an 
opinion  may  be  ventured  on  at  present,  it  seems  to  have  been  a great 
success. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  most  perfect  system  of  vaccination  of 
our  children  can  never  extinguish  Small-pox,  so  long  as  vaccination  is 
delayed  for  six  months,  and  so  long  as  such  a large  proportion  of  the  adult 
population  is  unprotected  by  vaccination.  Whenever  the  Small-pox  wave 
rolls  over  Scotland,  it  finds  its  victims  even  among  those  whom  the  Act 
designs  to  protect.  Thus,  in  1863,  when  Small-pox  was  epidemic,  of  the 
1646  persons  who  fell  victims  to  it,  248  were  under  six  months  of  age,  and 
the  great  majority  of  the  victims  above  that  age  were  persons  of  whom  it 
was  recorded  that  they  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

A large  number  of  the  Registrars  have  appended  valuable  notes  to 
their  Returns  as  to  the  working  of  the  Act  in  their  districts.  Extracts 
from  several  of  these  are  given  in  the  Appendix.  Generally  speaking,  the 
Act  continues  to  work  wTell,  and  gives  satisfaction,  excepting  in  those  cases 
relative  to  which  some  remarks  and  suggestions  were  offered  in  last  year’s 
Report,  and  to  which  the  Registrars’  Notes  chiefly  refer.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REGISTRARS’  NOTES  RELATIVE  TO  THE  WORKING 

OF  THE  VACCINATION  ACT. 


I.  NORTHERN  DIVISION. 

1.  Shetland. 

3 (1).  Dunrossness. — The  Vaccination  Act 
requires  amendment  to  meet  the  wants  of  this 
district.  I have  issued  a great  many  notices  to 
defaulters,  and  iu  no  case  have  I ever  received 
the  fee.  The  particulars  required  to  be  attended 
to  by  the  Registrars  in  connection  with  the  Act 
give"  them  a great  deal  of  trouble,  at  least  in  the 
Highland  and  Insular  districts,  where  there  are 
local  difficulties  which  render  it  impossible  for 
vaccination  to  be  performed  in  accordance  with 
the  statutory  provisions  of  the  Act.  A great 
many  of  the  children  are  from  12  to  20  months 
old  before  they  have  been  vaccinated,  and  under 
these  circumstances  the  paltry  fee  of  threepence 
for  every  entry  is  totally  inadequate  for  remune- 
ration. The  parents  are  in  general  most  anxious 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Act,  but  owing 
to  the  want  of  medical  men  in  the  districts,  they 
cannot  do  otherwise. 

3 (2).  Sandwich  and  Cunningsburgh.  — 
There  has  not  been  anything  done  in  the  way  of 
calling  any  one  to  account  for  the  neglect  of  the 
duties  required  by  the  Vaccination  Act.  I have 
laid  the  names  of  those  from  whom  I have  got 
no  certificate  before  the  Board. 

6.  Mid  and  South  Yell. — No  vaccinator  yet 
appointed  since  Dr  Loeterbagh’s  resignation  in 
February  last.  Two  children  have  died,  it  is 
Relieved,  through  cold  and  sea-sickness  con- 
tracted on  voyages  to  vaccinators  in  the  other 
islands,  and  five  others  have  nearly  been  carried 
off  by  the  same  causes.  Dr  Locterbagh  lias  cer- 
tainly failed  to  dissuade  parents  from  such  emi- 
nent perils;  but  has  firstly  protested  in  Avriting, 
and  lastly,  Avhcn  the  poor  people,  striving  to  obey 
the  Legislature,  and  escape  the  penalties  of  the 
statute,  still  brought  children  for  vaccination,  he 
positively  declined.  His  last  postponements  ter- 
minated August  30th,  and  at  this  date  (January 
1st)  20  remain  unvaccinated  for  1804,  and  also 
20  for  1865,  the  Parochial  Board  not  having  got 
any  registered  medical  practitioner  to  engage  as 
vaccinator,  and  the  people  being  dissuaded  from 
risking  any  more  of  their  children’s  lives. 

7 (3).  Whalsay  and  Skerries — As  this  dis- 
trict is  from  16  to  21  miles  distant  from  the  vac- 
cinator’s residence,  the  Board  of  Supervision, 
Avith  the  approval  of  the  Lord  Advocate,  Avas 
lileased  to  modify  the  8th  and  9th  clauses  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  for  this  and  other  parishes  in 
Shetland.  The  vaccinator  performs  his  duties 
generally  in  the  month  of  June,  as  it  is  21  miles  of 


searoad  from  his  residence  to  Skerries.  The  vac- 
cination requirements  are,  as  far  as  possible, 
strictly  attended  to  in  this  district. 

1-2  (1).  Walls. — Owing  to  the  lamented  death 
of  Dr  Cowie,  the  vaccinator  for  the  parish,  the 
vaccination  Avas  put  off,  and  the  Registrar,  con- 
sidering the  circumstance,  and  the  fact  that  no 
medical  man  was  to  be  had  (for  these,  sad  to  say, 
have  had  too  much  work  to  do  in  Lerwick  and 
its  vicinity  during  the  past  year),  did  not  feel  in- 
clined to  force  parents  to  go  to  LerAvick,  a dis- 
tance of  30  miles,  with  their  children,  rendering 
them  liable  to  contagion,  for  that  toivn  has  been 
a hotbed  of  fever,  and  all  the  cases  that  have  oc- 
curred in  the  county  have  been  traced  to  that 
place  as  the  source. 

2.  Orkney. 

15.  Eday  and  Pharay. — Almost  the  only 
difficulty  experienced  in  the  working  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  here  is  the  Avant  of  a doctor  re- 
siding in  the  district.  When  one  occasionally 
visits  the  place,  the  people  must  make  an  effort 
to  meet  him,  or  else  they  Avill  ha\re  to  go  to  him 
with  their  children  several  miles  o\-er  sea. 

26.  Sanday. — The  Vaccination  Act  in  this 
district  is  generally  Avell  attended  to  by  the 
parents  and  guardians.  There  are,  however,  a 
great  number  of  postponements,  which  cause  a 
very  great  deal  of  annoyance  to  the  Registrar, 
and  for  which  there  is  no  adequate  remunera- 
tion. 

27.  S ANDAAHCK. — The  vaccinator  of  this  parish 
(Rev.  Charles  Olaustou)  was  in  the  habit  of  vac- 
cinating gratuitously  the  children,  and  many  of 
the  adults,  of  this  and  the  adjoining  parishes  for 
about  40  years  previous  to  the  Vaccination  Act, 
during  Avhich  time  he  vaccinated  from  3000  to 
4000  persons ; and  he  has  not  heard  of  any  of 
these,  or  of  any  inhabitant  of  this  parish,  tak- 
ing Small-pox,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  though 
it  has  been  introduced  more  than  once  by 
strangers.  Notwithstanding,  however,  that  all 
Avere  invited  from  the  pulpit  annually  to  bring 
their  children  for  gratuitous  vaccination,  it  was 
sometimes  neglected,  and  on  one  occasion  a man 
brought  eight  of  his  children  for  vaccination. 
There  being  no  Vaccination  Act,  his  neglect  was 
not  discovered ; so  that,  under  such  favourable 
circumstances,  the  Act  was  very  necessary. 

29.  South  Ronalds fiay  and  Burr  ay — The 
Act  operates  well.  The  people  seem  desirous  of 
having  their  children  vaccinated,  and  Dr  Gordon 
is  most  successful  in  his  operations.  I am  happy 
to  see  in  a late  paper,  that  a ‘New  Government 
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Grant*  is  to  be  given  to  iho  most  successful  and 
attentive  public  vaccinators.  I would  humbly 
Suggest  that  the  Registrar- General  would  en- 
courage the  same,  pro  bono  jmblico. 

30.  Stromness. — The  Act  still  continues  to  bo 
promptly  attended  to  in  this  district,  with  one 
single  exception.  The  parents  do  not  understand 
the  meaning  of  postponed  cases  ; hence  the  certi- 
ficates do  not  come  in  exactly  at  the  end  of  the 
two  months.  I have  had  a little  trouble  in  get- 
ting this  part  of  the  Act  to  work  smoothly. 

4.  Sutherland. 

46  (1).  Bonar. — The  working  of  the  Act  is 
still  very  unsatisfactory  in  all  the  districts,  and 
gives  much  trouble  and  anxiety  to  the  Registrar, 
on  account  of  the  great  carelessness  of  the  people 
concerning  it.  There  is  still  lurking  in  the  breast 
of  the  majority  of  the  people  a secret  grudge 
against  it,  and  especially  in  being  compelled  to 
pay  2s.  6d.  to  a properly  qualified  vaccinator  for 
having  it  performed.  Were  the  charge  reduced 
to  Is.,  instead  of  2s.  6d.,  as  at  present,  my  im- 
pression is,  from  the  way  I hear  the  poor  people 
express  themselves  about  it,  that  the  opposi- 
tion to  it  would  be  greatly  diminished,  and  that 
it  would  work  much  more  successfully,  agreeably, 
and  punctually.  The  almost  uniform  tendency 
is  to  allow  it  to  remain  undone  until  the  end  of 
the  six  months,  making  it  thus  much  more  likely 
that  they  will  be  behind  the  statutory  period. 
Owing,  however,  to  one  more  year’s  experience 
of  the  nature  of  its  working,  it  may  be  said  gene- 
rally, that  there  is  a better  understanding  of  it 
among  all  the  people,  and  that  they  are  begin- 
ning to  see  the  necessity  of  attending  to  it  more 
punctually  in  the  future. 

50  (2).  Strati-iy.  — The  people  in  general 
seem  quite  willing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Vaccination  Act.  I have,  never- 
theless, to  serve  the  statutory  notices  on  a good 
many  of  them.  This,  in  a number  of  cases, 
arises  from  the  fact  that,  when  a child  is  not  in 
a fit  state  for  vaccination,  the  vaccinator  of 
course  grants  a certificate  of  postponement,  and 
at  the  expiry  of  which  he  either  vaccinates  it,  or 
grants  another  certificate  of  postponement,  as 
the  case  may  be.  But  if  the  child  is  then  vac- 
cinated, the  vaccinator  does  not  deem  it  justifi- 
able on  his  part  to  grant  another  certificate  ; and 
as  he  resides  at  a distance  of  25  or  30  miles  from 
this  district,  the  parents  are  unable  to  procure  a 
certificate  until  his  next  visit — say  three  months. 
I think  the  vaccinator  is  entitled  in  such  cases 
to  grant  a postponed  certificate,  until  such  time 
as  he  can  certify  that  the  child  has  been  success- 
fully vaccinated,  otherwise  it  is  impossible  to 
comply  with  the  statute  in  such  cases.  The 
people  never  pay  the  shilling  for  statutory 
notices. 

51.  Golspie. — Vaccination  has  been  attended 
to  within  the  prescribed  time  in  most  cases.  Oc- 
casionally the  Registrar,  on  tho  expiry  of  six 
months  after  the  birth  of  a child,  has  been  under 
the  necessity  of  sending  to  the  parent  the  statu- 
tory notice,  but  this  notice  has  invariably  been 
promptly  attended  to  in  all  respects,  except  in 
payment  of  the  fee  of  Is. 


II. -NORTH-WESTEIIN  DIVISION. 

5.  ROSS  AND  CROMARTY. 

Mainland. 

74.  Lochalsh. — The  Act  has  not  worked  well 
in  this  parish  hitherto.  The  people  have  got  so 
used  to  threatening  notices,  that  they  now  paj^ 
very  little  attention  to  them.  The  children  are 


generally  vaccinated  in  due  time,  but  the  parents 
neglect  getting  the  necessary  certificate  as  long 
as  they  can,  to  avoid  paying  the  vaccination  fee. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  Act  will  be  better 
attended  to  after  this,  as  the  Parochial  Board  has 
made  an  arrangement  that  the  vaccinator  shall 
attendpcriodically  at  convenient  stations,  in  order 
that  all  the  vicinity  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
getting  their  children  vaccinated  within  the  spe- 
cified time. 

75  (1).  Loohbroom. — The  people  pay  more 
attention  to  the  Act  than  formerly,  though  there 
is  still  room  for  improvement,  and  ever  will  in 
such  a wild,  wide  parish  as  this ; for  many  are 
the  hardships  the  poor  people  have  to  endure,  not 
to  speak  of  the  danger  to  their  children  by  ex- 
posure, in  going  to  the  vaccinator.  The  Registrars 
are  most  inadequately  paid  for  their  services  and 
trouble  in  the  matter,  seeing  that  it  requires  more 
attention  and  watchfulness  than  the  Registration 
Act  itself.  In  not  one  case  out  of  fifty  can  the 
Registrar  recover  the  shilling  of  fine  for  delay, 
the  schedule  being  always  sent  without  the 
money. 

75  (2).  Coigach. — The  requirements  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  are  still  very  unsatisfactorily 
attended  to  in  the  district.  The  Parochial  Board 
and  the  vaccinator  appointed  by  them  are  the  real 
‘ defaulters,’  and  not  the  poor  parents,  who  must 
be  often  reported  as  such.  Printed  ‘ Notices’  were 
circulated  through  the  district  by  order  of  the 
Board,  in  which  it  was  said  that  ‘Dr.  M‘Donald 
is  to  vaccinate  atDorniefor  the  district  of  Coigach, 
on  Monday,  the  26th  November  current.’  Parents 
travelled  six  miles  with  young  children  on  that 
very  stormy  day,  but  Dr.  M'Donald  has  not  made 
his  appearance  yet  (1st  January). 

79.  Eesolis. — Of  the  three  entered  in  column 
7th  of  the  Returns,  one  is  the  child  of  a tinker, 
born  while  the  parents  encamped  in  the  parish. 
Another  is  the  child  of  parents  who  came  into  the 
parish  in  search  of  work  as  agricultural  labourers, 
but  having  failed  to  secure  permanent  employ- 
ment, left  shortly  after  the  birth  of  their  child; 
and  the  third  is  the  child  of  one  of  the  ferrymen 
at  Balblain,  in  this  parish.  The  mother  of  this 
child  having  died  shortly  after  giving  birth,  some 
of  the  relatives  thereupon  took  the  child  with 
them  to  the  district  of  Lochcarron.  Though  it  is 
now  more  than  nine  months  since  these  were 
noticed  in  the  list  of  defaulters,  }7et  the  Parochial 
Board  have  not  intimated  the  result  of  their  trac- 
ings in  these  cases,  and  the  absence  of  certificates 
relative  to  their  vaccination  is  therefore  accounted 
for  in  the  column  ‘ Removed  from  District  before 
Vaccination.’  There  bemg  no  medical  practi- 
tioner located  within  the  parish,  the  people  com- 
plain very  much  of  the  grievances  connected  with 
the  working  of  the  Vaccination  Act.  The  nearest 
place  at  which  they  can  have  their  children  vac- 
cinated is  Invergordon,  distant  from  the  remotest 
districts  of  tho  parish  nine  or  fen  miles,  in  addi- 
tion to  tho  inconvenience  of  having  a ferry  to 
cross.  After  going  all  this  distance,  they  fre- 
quently have  to  return  without  accomplishing  tho 
purpose  of  their  journey,  either  because  of  their 
not  finding  any  of  tho  medical  practitioners  at 
home,  or  because  of  tho  want  of  vaccine  matter; 
and  even  when  they  get  the  vaccine  matter  put 
on,  their  having  to  carry  their  children  so  far  in 
their  arms,  the  matter  is  frequently  rubbed  off 
before  they  get  home,  and  thus  all  their  trouble 
and  expenses  are  for  no  purpose.  They  have  to 
perform  such  journeys  several  times  before  they 
have  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  Act.  They 
are  therefore  loud  in  demanding  thattho  Parochial 
Board  should  either  cause  the  public  vaccinator 
to  visit  each  family,  or  get  tho  time  extended  to 
eighteen  months  or  two  years. 
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82.  Tain. — Nona  of  tho  delinquents  havo  been 

Prosecuted  by  the  Inspector  of  Poor  or  by  the 
’arochial  Board  since  the  Act  came  into  opera- 
tion, and  in  consequence  delinquents  will  be  in- 
creasing. Neither  will  the  Parochial  Board  pay 
the  statutory  notices. 

Insular. 

86  (6).  Carloway. — There  is  one  postpone- 
ment still,  at  this  date,  for  the  year  1864,  unfit  to 
be  vaccinated.  Considering  the  disadvantages  of 
medical  men  living  so  far  from  the  district,  the 
people  do  their  best  now  to  attend  to  the  rules  of 
vaccination. 

6.  Inverness. 

Mainland. 

102.  Kingussie  and  Insh.— In  consequence  of 
the  prevalence  of  hooping-cough  throughout  the 
district,  it  was  in  many  cases  considered  advisable 
to  delay  vaccination,  which  accounts  for  the  num- 
ber of  postponements. 

107  (1).  Urquhart.  — Of  the  nine  cases  entered 
in  column  7 of  the  Returns,  three  left  the  district, 
and  the  remaining  six  are  defaulters,  who  have 
received  due  notice  from  me,  and  who  have  been 
reported  to  the  Inspector  of  Poor.  Very  few  of 
the  successful  cases  were  attended  to  until  after 
the  expiry  of  six  months,  and  in  almost  every  case 
I had  to  send  notices  pursuant  to  section  17  of  the 
Act.  I must  say,  on  the  whole,  that  the  people 
are  very  careless  about  vaccination. 


III.— NORTH-EASTERN  DIVISION. 

7.  Nairn. 

121.  Auldearn. — There  has  been  great  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  the  schedules  in  time.  A num- 
ber of  vaccinations  were  postponed  in  consequence 
of  the  doctor  not  having  any  vaccine  matter  at 
hand,  for  which  postponements  I could  not  man- 
age to  get  the  proper  schedules  in  time.  The 
majority,  however,  were  before  time. 

122.  Cawdor. — There  seems  to  be  a growing 
tendency  among  parents  to  delay  vaccination  till 
the  Registrar  issues  the  statutory  notice,  and  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  the  medical  practitioners  and 
vaccinator  of  the  district  connive  at  this  delay, 
and  render  inoperative  the  statutory  penalty  on 
neglect  of  vaccination  within  the  proper  time,  by 
giving  (it  is  to  be  hoped  not  knowingly)  a cer- 
tificate in  form  of  Schedule  B,  to  postpone  the 
vaccination  to  a more  convenient  season. 

123.  Nairn. — The  returns  for  1865  are  com- 
plete. It  plainly  appears  that  the  work  con- 
nected with  this  branch  of  the  Registrar’s  duties 
is  yearly  increasing,  without  any  increase  of 
remuneration.  I refer  more  particularly  to  the 
notices  pursuant  to  section  17,  and  the  Register 
of  Postponed  Vaccinations.  Since  the  Act  came 
into  operation  I have  sent  out  140  of  these  notices, 
and  made  76  entries  in  the  Register  of  Postpone- 
ments, involving  a very  great  amount  of  trouble 
and  writing,  for  which  there  is  no  remuneration 
whatever.  I have  oftener  than  once  got  on  one 
day  a certificate  of  postponement,  and  within  a 
week  thereafter  a certificate  of  successful  vacci- 
nation for  the  same  child,  as  parents  and  guar- 
dians seem  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  ten 
days’  grace  allowed  after  the  statutory  six 
months,  and  I have  no  hesitation  in  stating  that 
if  the  Is.  referred  to  in  the  notice  were  charged, 
not  only  would  the  Act  be  better  carried  out, 
but  the  Registrar’s  duties  would  be  greatly  alle- 
viated. I have  no  great  faith  in  the  Inspector  of 
Poor’s  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  Act.  So 


far  as  I know,  or  can  learn,  their  duties  are 
onerous  enough,  and  after  a very  little  exertion, 
they  consider  that  they  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act. 

8.  Elgin  (or  Moray). 

139.  Knocicando. — There  being  no  medical 
man  resident  within  the  parish,  which  is  about 
fourteen  miles  in  length,  tho  parishioners  are  often 
put  to  a great  deal  of  trouble  in  getting  their 
children  vaccinated.  Both  doctors  and  parents 
complain  loudly  against  the  requirements  of  the 
Act,  which,  however,  I find  works  tolerably 
well  on  the  whole. 

141.  Rothes. — During  the  year  1866  I have 
made  thirty-two  entries  of  postponed  cases. 
These  postponed  certificates  are  given,  not  by 
the  public  vaccinator,  but  by  another  practi- 
tioner in  the  parish.  Notices  pursuant  to  section 
17  are  the  rule,  not  the  exception ; and  all  this 
must  be  doue  for  the  paltry  allowance  of  3d. 
for  each  successful  case.  I fear  there  is  no 
remedy  for  the  first  grievance.  Tlxero  is  a 
remedy  for  the  second,  viz.  an  alteration  of  tho 
allowance. 

142.  St.  Andrews  Liianbryde.  — The  onlv 
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circumstance  worthy  of  notice  is,  that  tho 
single  case  in  which  the  requirements  of  tho 
Act  have  not  been  attended  to  was  that  of  a 
child  whose  parents  were  vagrants,  who  re- 
moved from  tho  district,  and  could  not  be  traced. 

9.  Banff. 

151.  Desicford. — The  Act  works  exceedingly 
well  here  now,  the  only  defect  being  the  pay- 
ment of  2s.  6d.  in  a few  cases  where  it  can  ill  be 
spared. 

157  (1).  Inveravon. — The  Vaccination  Act  is 
a source  of  greater  trouble  to  the  Registrar  than 
all  tho  duties  of  the  Registration  Act  put  to- 
gether. It  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
parents  and  guardians  are  got  to  transmit  the 
schedule  within  the  statutory  tine,  and  ofttimes 
in  the  multiplicity  of  schedules  they  get  be- 
wildered. 

160  (1).  Kirkmichael.  — The  only  circum- 
stances I have  to  note  are  tho  great  listlessness 
on  the  part  of  the  people  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  the  consequent  necessity 
for  perpetual  interference  and  whipping-on  on 
the  part  of  the  Registrar,  for  which  the  miserable 
dole  provided  by  the  Act  is  not  one  tithe  of  tho 
necessary  remuneration. 

10.  Aberdeen. 

202.  Huntly. — The  difficulties  I have  had  in 
working  the  Vaccination  Act  have  been  mainly 
in  connection  with  illegitimate  children.  Of 
tho  five  unaccounted  for,  and  whose  names  have 
been  duly  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Inspector 
of  Poor,  four  are  illegitimate  children,  whose 
mothers  have  probably  left  the  parish,  and  one 
is  the  child  of  a vagrant. 

204.  Inverurie. — Almost  all  the  requisite  cer- 
tificates Avere  given  in  in  due  time,  and  Avithout 
trouble.  The  only  difficulty  has  been  where  the 
parents  have  removed  out  of  tho  district  before 
vaccination,  and  the  child  has  either  died,  or  the 
certificate  failed  to  be  transmitted.  In  the  case 
of  death,  it  might  be  adArisable  to  have  a form 
for  tho  Registrar  to  fill  up  and  transmit  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  parish  of  birth. 

222  (a).  MiDMAii. — The  Act  Avorks  well  here, 
thero  being  but  one  defaulter  for  the  year  1865  : 
he  is  a travelling  umbrella-maker,  and  has  not 
made  his  appearance  again  in  the  parish  since  the 
registration  of  his  child’s  birth.  The  parishioners 
are  all  well  pleased  Avith  vaccination,  but  some- 
times grumble  about  paying  for  it,  Avhcn  it  is 
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compulsory,  as  they  think  it  should  bo  paid  for, 
tlio  same  way  as  the  registrations. 

■ 233.  Pitsligo. — A great  many  cases  of  post- 
poned vaccination  have  occurred  during  the 
year  1866 ; and  in  addition  to  this,  I have,  in  at 
least  half  the  cases,  had  to  send  notice  to  the 
parents  of  their  duty,  which  involves  great  addi- 
tional trouble,  and  for  which  no  remuneration  is 
allowed.  I feel  satisfied  that,  were  the  time 
within  which  vaccination  must  be  performed 
veiy  much  curtailed,  the  cases  of  postponement 
'would  also  be  reduced,  from  the  fact  that  parents 
are  unwilling  to  have  their  children  vaccinated 
during  teething  and  such  like  infantile  diseases, 
■many  of  which  attack  children  by  the  time  they 
are  six  months  old. 

11.  Kincardine. 

253.  Benholm. — In  reference  to  the  postponed 
case  in  col.  2, 1 may  state  that  the  child  was  born 
on  Oct.  16,  1865,  and  that  its  vaccination  has 
been  postponed  four  times,  that  the  last  post- 
ponement terminated  on  the  19th  ult.,  and  that 
since  then  I have  received  no  certificate  or 
schedule  of  any  sort  whatever  regarding  it. 
This  vaccination  affair  is  a most  annoying  and 
vexatious  thing  to  the  Registrar,  as  the  above 
cases  of  postponement  will  show.  It  involves  a 
great  deal  of  writing,  sending  notices  to  out- 
standers,  and  requires  one  to  be  continually  on 
the  watch,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  There  is  sad  grumbling 
among  the  Registrars  in  this  part  of  the  countiy 
at  the  smallness  of  the  remuneration  for  the 
trouble  attending  it — indeed,  a number  are  talk- 
ing of  giving  it  up  altogether;  3d.  will  never  do 
for  the  above  case,  which  is  only  one  of  many. 


IV.— EAST  MIDLAND  DIVISION. 

12.  Forfar. 

282  (3.)  Lochee  (Dundee). — In  this  district 
the  people  for  the  most  part  are  very  ignorant, 
and  fail  to  perceive  the  benefits  of  the  Vaccina- 
tion Act.  Generally,  they  require  to  be  reminded 
of  their  obligations.  The  few  returned  as  re- 
moved from  the  district,  or  otherwise  unaccounted 
for,  are  the  children  of  those  who,  wandering 
about  in  search  of  work,  have  left  the  district  at 
the  end  of  the  six  months,  the  time  allowed. 
"Were  it  to  be  reduced  to  three  months,  such  a 
step  would,  in  my  opinion,  go  far  to  remedy  the 
defect. 

303.  Lociiee. — The  Act  works  very  well  here, 
but  the  labour  its  proper  working  entails  on 
Registrars  is  far  in  excess  of  the  remuneration. 
It  is  almost  gratuitous  work  on  their  part. 

13.  Perth. 

331.  Balquhidder. — The  Act  does  not  work 
so  smoothly  in  this  district  as  is  desirable.  This 
arises  not  from  the  unwillingness  of  the  people  ; 
to  do  their  duty  in  the  matter,  but  from  the  dis- 
tance (seven  to  eighteen  miles)  from  the  vac- 
cinators’ residences.  If  specially  sent  for,  the 
vaccinator  is  entitled  to,  and  has  charged  as  for 
an  ordinary  medical  visit,  which  is  out  of  the 
question.  And  again,  if  parents  go  twelve  miles 
or  so  to  the  vaccinator,  cases  have  occurred 
when  either  ho  has  not  been  found  at  home,  or 
that  he  had  not  vaccino  matter,  to  the  incon- 
venience of  poor  people,  wlicf  can  ill  spare  a day 
for  nothing,  besides  the  danger  to  which  mothers 
and  children  are  exposed  by  travelling  so  far. 
Should  the  Registrar-General  think  that  the  ex- 
tension of  the  statutory  period  (six  months)  to 
nino  months  bo  called  for,  the  matter  would  be 
brought  before  tho  attention  of  the  Parochial  i 


Board,  who,  I am  disposed  to  think,  fixed  the 
vaccinator’s  allowance  too  high,  viz.  6s. 

361.  Killin.— One  child  was  removed  from  the 
district  previously  to  its  vaccination,  but  in  due 
time  a certificate  of  its  being  successfully  vac- 
cinated was  received  by  me  in  consequence  of  my 
application  to  that  effect.  By  dint  of  attention 
and  industry  on  my  own  part,  I have  managed 
to  get  all  the  children  born  within  my  district 
vaccinated  within  the  specified  time ; but  for 
this  no  thanks  are  due  to  the  vaccinator,  who 
would  much  rather  postpone  doing  his  duty,  till 
he  had  an  opportunity  of  doing  so  in  regard  to 
defaulters.  The  parents  and  guardians  are  most 
anxious  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  but  experience  the  greatest  difficulty  in 
getting  the  vaccinator  to  do  his  duty  within  the 
specified  time.  He  even  went  the  length  of 
telling  me  that  he  wanted  to  give  me  all  the  an- 
noyance in  his  power,  with  the  view  of  getting  a 
new  Act. 

380.  Methven. — Of  the  four  returned  as  unac- 
counted for,  three  -were  successfully  vaccinated  ; 
but  the  medical  officer  refuses  to  give  the  neces- 
sary certificate  unless  he  receives  his  fee,  which 
their  parents  (Irish  labourers)  declare  themselves 
unable  to  pay. 

387.  Perth. — The  vaccination  certificates  are 
brought  in  pretty  regularly,  and,  on  the  whole, 
the  Act  is  being  carried  out  remarkably  well.  Out 
of  the  907  entries,  only  17,  or  1-87  per  cent.,  have 
eluded  us,  and  most  of  these  have  removed  from 
the  place,  or  at  least  cannot  be  found.  The  de:- 
faulters’  circular,  however,  has  in  a good  many 
cases  to  be  resorted  to,  the  fee  for  which  the 
Legislature  should  have  given  power  to  charge 
against  the  delinquent  in  all  cases  where  it  has 
to  be  resorted  to. 

394  (5).  Stratiifillan. — The  Registrar  has  at 
times  to  urge  parents  to  vaccinate  their  children 
within  the  time  specified.  They  complain  that 
the  parochial  surgeon  is  not  easily  got  to  perform 
the  operation.  They  think  it  should  be  done 
gratis,  at  least  some  do. 

14.  Fife. 

426.  Dysart. — Of  the  332  births  recorded  in 
1866,  four  are  in  default  as  regards  vaccination  ; 
but  the  parents  in  these  four  cases  are  vagrants, 
not  belonging  to  the  district,  who  left  soon  after 
the  births  of  their  children,  and  could  not  be 
traced. 

428.  Falkland. — Vaccination  certificates,  ex- 
cept in  a very  few  instances,  have  been  sent  in 
with  great  regularity.  There  have  only  been 
one  or  two  instances  in  which  there  has  been  any 
complaint  of  hardship  as  regards  payment.  In 
those  cases' in  which,  on  account  of  the  infants 
being  delicate,  the  period  allowed  by  the  Act  was 
found  to  be  too  short,  parents  have  shown  great 
reluctance  to  procure  the  necessary  certificate, 
always  insisting  that  it  was  not  requisite  to 
trouble  the  doctor  till  the  child  was  sufficiently 
strong  to  bo  vaccinated. 

459.  Wemyss. — Afewcases  of  defaulters  require 
to  be  reported  to  the  Inspector  of  Poor,  not  from 
any  negligence  on  tho  part  of  parents  or  guar- 
dians, but  on  account  of  tho  late  visitation  of 
cholera,  and  the  death  of  Dr.  Kennedy ; other- 
wise tho  Act  has  wrought  well. 


V.— WEST  MIDLAND  DIVISION. 

17.  Stirling. 

479  (2).  Falkirk. — The  Act  works  well  in 
this  district.  Tho  fees  are  a little  too  low  for 
the  extra  trouble  to  the  Registrars ; as,  indeed, 
the  whole  work  of  registration  is, ‘in  county,  as 
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compared  with  city  districts,  slightly  underpaid. 
The  attendance  is  unremitted,  and  some  extra 
allowance  beyond  the  fees  should  be  made  by 
Farochial  Boards,  as  is  done  by  the  Edinburgh 
Town  Council. 

4S3.  KiLSYTn. — Compulsory  vaccination  ap- 
pears to  work  very  well.  Dr.  Mackenzie,  the 
medical  officer  of  the  parish,  informs  mo  that 
during  the  last  year  there  has  been  almost  total 
immunity  from  small-pox, — no  case  of  the  con- 
fluent form  having  occurred  to  his  knowledge  in 
the  parish ; whereas,  previously,  cases  of  that 
nature  were  of  frequent  occurrence.  Ho  attri- 
butes this  to  the  good  effects  of  compulsory  vac- 
cination, particularly  amongst  those  who,  from 
superstitious  notions,  were  averse  to  submit  their 
children  to  this  beneficial  preventative. 

19.  Argyll. 

523.  Kilmore  and  Kilbride. — The  Vaccina- 
tion Act  has  wrought  well  as  yet.  I generally 
supply  the  vaccinator  with  a list  of  those  who 
are  verging  on  the  six  months.  The  extension 
of  the  time  to  six  months  is  far  too  long.  It 
would  be  a great  improvement  if  the  children  of 
the  labouring  class  were  vaccinated  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Parochial  Board.  And  it  would  be 
of  very  great  importance  if  all  the  adiilts  and 
young  people,  who  were  not  vaccinated  previous 
to  1864,  were  at  once  vaccinated ; then  we  might 
expect  Small-pox  to  be  totally  eradicated  from 
the  kingdom. 

534  (2).  Stbachur. — The  Vaccination  Act 
works  as  well  as  possible.  I always  desire  those 
who  are  likely  to  leave  the  district  before  the 
child  is  vaccinated  to  send  me  a certificate  of 
vaccination,  and  this,  as  yet,  has  always  been 
complied  with.  1 believe  the  vaccinator  here 
receives  no  remuneration  for  his  trouble. 

536.  Bowmore,  or  Kilarrow. — The  only  re- 
mark I venture  to  make  is,  that  I consider  the 
half-crown  charged  for  vaccinating,  to  be  the 
main  obstacle  to  the  carrying  out  cordially  the 
requirements  of  the  Vaccination  Act.  Poor 
labourers  feel  it  to  be  a heavy  cess. 

551  (1).  Tyree. — The  operation  of  the  Vacci- 
nation Act  has  been  virtually  suspended  here  for 
several  weeks  past,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the 
vaccinator  from  the  island. 
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21.  Renfrew. 

559  (3).  Johnstone— In  some  cases  postpone- 
ment certificates  are  charged  Is.  each  by  several 
of  the  medical  gentlemen.  The  certificate  of 
successful  vaccination  is  also  charged  Is.  When 
postponements  have  to  be  repeated  frequently  for 
the  same  child,  it  is  felt  by  poor  parents  to  be  a 
hardship,  and  has  a tendency  to  keep  back  the 
procuring  of  these  documents  beyond  the  timo 
prescribed  by  the  Act. 

560.  Cathcart. — The  working  of  the  Act  is 
getting  easier,  there  being  little  neglect  except 
when  parties  have  left  the  district.  There  are  a 
few  cases  where  poverty  is  a barrier.  It  is  the 
practice  of  somo  surgeons  to  withhold  the  vac- 
cination certificates  till  the  fee  is  paid  ; and  when 
the  vaccinator  is  sent  by  the  Inspector  of  Poor, 
ho  finds  the  operation  performed  though  not 
certified. 

564  (1).  Middlf.  District  ("Greenock).— The 
people  of  my  parish  are  for  the  most  part  very 
poor.  During  the  last  year  many  parents  have 
complained  very  much  because  of  the  medical 
men  having  charged  them  2s.  6d.  for  vaccination. 
Those  in  afiluent  circumstances,  able  to  afford 
such  fee,  reside  in  the  West  Parish.  The  Paro- 


chial Board  consider  six  months  far  too  long  a 
period  for  delaying  vaccination,  because  a num- 
ber of  defaulters,  after  careful  search,  cannot  bo 
traced  by  them.  Certificates  of  successful  vac- 
cination have  been  frequently  granted  imme- 
diately after  the  operation.  Mothers  come  hero 
with  their  children  bleeding  and  the  certificates 
stained  with  blood.  Surely,  some  time  should  be 
allowed  to  elapse  to  see  how  the  matter  takes. 
The  Registrar  here  receives  nothing  for  filling 
up  and  addressing  circulars  to  those  parents  who 
have  neglected  to  lodge  vaccination  certificates 
within  the  six  months. 

564  (2).  East  District  (Greenock). — There 
are  from  twelve  to  eighteen  vaccination  defaulters 
every  month  to  be  written  to ; most  of  whom, 
after  receiving  'the  printed  notices  (if  not  re- 
moved from  the  parish),  get  their  children  vac- 
cinated as  soon  as  their  circumstances  will  admit. 

571.  Mearns. — I have  had  little  difficulty  in 
working  out  the  Vaccination  Act.  I have,  how- 
ever, to  send  many  Registrars’  notices,  for  which 
1 think  the  Parochial  Board  should  pay  the 
Registrar,  as  it  is  impossible  to  recover  it  from 
those  who  are  neither  willing  or  able  to  pay,  and 
it  is  chiefly  to  such  parties  that  these  notices 
require  to  be  sent.  I should  deem  it  an  improve- 
ment also,  if  the  vaccinators  were  required  to 
copy  from  the  ‘ Notice  to  Parents,’  etc.,  the  num- 
ber of  the  entry  to  which  their  schedules  refer, 
as  it  would  save  the  Registrar’s  time  in  searching 
for  it  in  his  books,  and  it  would  be  little  trouble 
to  him. 

22.  Ayr. 

577.  Auchinlecic.  — It  is  humbly  suggested 
that  an  additional  schedule  of  postponement 
should  be  issued  ; for  it  appears  to  be  no  uncom- 
mon thing  for  the  profession  to  declare  that  ‘a 
child  is  not  now  in  a fit  and  proper  state  to  bo 
successfully  vaccinated,’  whereas  the  real  causo 
is  the  want  of  vaccine  matter.  They  are  thus 
necessitated  to  declare  a falsehood,  in  order  to 
shield  the  parents.  It  is  also  overtured  that  the 
primary  period  given  for  vaccination  should  bo 
reduced.  Many  parents  will  not  attend  to  it 
until  the  statutory  period  is  altogether  or  nearly 
elapsed,  by  which  time  the  child  is  teething, 
when  it  therefore  cannot  be  done.  The  migra- 
tory habits  of  the  mining  population  is  another 
reason  why  the  period  ought  to  be  reduced. 
Therefore  I have  uniformly  advised  them  to  get 
it  done  before  three  months  after  birth,  and  I 
have  found  that  many  comply  therewith. 

589.  Dregiiorn. — Among  the  cases  of  post- 
poned vaccination,  one  child  was  unfit  to  be  vac- 
cinated till  I received  six  certificates.  The  Act 
works  pretty  well  here,  except  in  the  payment  of 
the  vaccinator.  Vaccination  being  compulsory, 
the  parents  think  they  should  not  pay  for  it. 
Were  it  the  same  in  this  respect  as  the  ‘ Regis- 
tration Act,’  it  would  be  easily  worked  out. 
Many  letters  have  to  be  sent,  causing  much 
trouble,  for  which  we  receive  nothing. 

597.  Kilmarnock. — The  Vaccination  Act  con- 
tinues to  work  well ; but  it  requires  much  and 
constant  attention  of  the  Registrar,  who  is  very 
ill  repaid.  Many  of  the  poor,  who  can  ill  spare 
the  medical  fee,  would  put  it  off,  if  not  threatened 
with  the  penalty.  There  are  a few  who  escape 
notice  by  removal  to  other  districts ; therefore  I 
think  the  restricting  the  timo  to  four  months 
instead  of  six,  would  tend  to  reduce  the  number 
of  unaccounted  entries.  The  fathers  of  most  of 
those  who  are  unaccounted  for  are  miners,  who 
as  a class  are  migratory.  They  are  also  very 
careless  about  registrations. 

613.  Sorn. — A little  difficulty  occurs  here  in 
carrying' out  the  Vaccination  Act,  from  the  fact 
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that  one  of  the  doctors,  after  vaccinating  children,  • 
withholds  ‘Schedulo  A’  till  the  parents  bring 
the  fees.  Parents  don’t  move  till  they  receive 
‘Penalty  Notice’  at  the  end  of  six  months;  and( 
by  that  time,  amid  a migratory  mining  popula- 
tion, some  of  them  are  gone,  nobody  knows 
where.  Out  of  the  above  129  births  embraced  by : 
these  remarks,  29  of  the  parents  received  ‘ Penalty 
Notices,’  or  nearly  one  in  every  five.  Perhaps  if 
the  medical  fee  were  imposed  upon  the  com- 
munity in  the  same  way  as  registration,  there 
would  be  less  impediment  to  the  efficient  working 
out  of  this  beneficent  Act.  ; 

23.  Lanark. 

«• 

623.  Biggar. — All  the  children  (66)  registered 
in  1865  have  been  successfully  vaccinated.  I 
experience  considerable  trouble  in  many  cases  in 
obtaining  the  certificates.  The  greater  propor- 
tion of  them  I have  to  apply  for,  in  terms  of  sec- 
tion 17  of  the  Vaccination  Act.  This  arises 
from  the  vaccinators  engaging  with  the  parents 
to  forward  the  certificates,  and  neglecting  to  do 
so.  I think  a shilling  should  be  allowed  to  be 
exacted  by  the  Registrars  in  every  case  where 
they  require  to  give  notice. 

626  (a)  (2). — Eastern  District  of  Cadder. 
— The  Vaccination  Act  works  well.  The  four 
cases,  * left  the  district,’  were  children  of  Eng- 
lish workmen,  who  were  here  at  an  ironwork  for 
a few  months,  and  who  left  without  giving  any 
address. 

626  (6).  Oalderhead. — There  is  often  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  getting  the  parents  to  for- 
ward the  vaccination  certificates  within  legal 
time.  The  vaccinator  also  often  postpones,  on 
the  ground  of  being  out  of  matter  ; and  in  some 
cases,  where  the  parties  are  poor,  the  certificates 
are  kept  up  till  the  vaccinator’s  fee  is  paid.  A 
principal  ground  of  complaint  is,  that  many  re- 
quire to  have  a notice  sent  them ; and  by  the 
elapse  of  the  time  allowed,  a certificate  of  some 
kind  is  produced.  And  even  when  it  is  not  pro- 
duced within  the  ten  days  allowed  in  the  notice, 
there  is  no  means  of  getting  the  shilling  for  the 
extra  trouble  to  the  Registrar. 

632.  Carnwatii. — The  Act  does  not  appear  to 
work  well  in  this  parish.  Many  of  the  parties  do 
not  think  of  ever  getting  their  children  vacci- 
nated till  notices  have  been  sent ; also  they 
grumble  because  of  the  fees.  It  would  work 
more  satisfactorily  if  the  fees  were  paid  from 
assessment. 

643.  ^ East  Kilbride.  — Among  the  poorer 
population  there  is  a feeling  that  the  parish 
ought  to  bear  the  charge. 

644  (9).  Tradeston  (Glasgow). — I am  glad 
to  say  that  the  Act  is  continuing  to  work  re- 
markably well,  the  cases  which  are  unaccounted 
for  amounting  to  only  2-6  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
1811  entries.  After  another  year’s  experience  of 
the  operation  of  the  Act,  I remain  of  the  opinion 
that  the  time  allowed  for  vaccination  should  be 
shortened.  I find  that  in  many  cases  children 
are  vaccinated  within  three  months ; and  I have 
no  doubt  that  the  reason  why  vaccination  is  not 
effected  at  an  earlier  period  is,  that  the  statute 
allows  six  months  for  the  purpose. 

652  (3).  Eastern  District  of  Old  Monklanp. 
— The  Vaccination  Act  is  working  very  success- 
fully, as  may  be  observed  from  the  few  postpone- 
ments (viz.  16  out  of  349),  and  all  having 
received  vaccine  virus  but  one.  These  are  also 
evidences  of  the  efficiency  of  our  public  vaccina- 
tors. The  most  annoying  circumstance  respect- 
ing the  effectual  working  of  the  Act  in  this 
iron-producing  district  is,  the  very  frequent 
removal  of  families,  and  the  consequent  diffi- 


culty in  finding  their  residences,  to  obtain  tho 
necessary  Schedule  A. 

654.  Rutherglen. — The  Vaccination  Act  is 
working  very  well,  the  medical  gentlemen  pay- 
ing great  attention  to  it.  A number  of  the 
parents  neglect  to  get  their  children  vaccinated 
within  the  prescribed  time  ; but  when  written  to, 
are  sure  to  get  it  done  within  the  4 ten  days,’  in 
order  to  save  the  fee  chargeable. 

655.  Shotts. — Most  of  the  births  registered  by 
me  are  the  children  of  miners,  labourers,  and 
others  engaged  at  public  works — a class  who  fre- 
quently change  their  place  of  abode,  and  whose 
subsequent  residence  is  unknown  to  neighbours. 
This  will  account  for  the  eight  under  column  7.  j 
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24.  Linlithgow. 

670.  Queensferry. — A great  many  of  the  in- 
habitants of  Queensferry  at  present  consist  of 
Irish  labourers,  who  very  seldom  remain  long  in 
one  place.  I have  therefore  great  difficulty  in 
getting  the  vaccination  schedules  from  them. 
I beg  to  suggest  that  the  vaccinator  should  be 
forced,  under  a penalty,  to  fill  up  the  duplicate 
certificate  attached  to  Schedule  D,  so  that  a 
Registrar  may  have  a ready  way  of  finding  out 
whether  vaccination  has  been  performed  on  any 
child  whom  he  may  suspect  not  to  have  been 
vaccinated  ; and  that  the  Registrar  should  have 
the  right  of  exacting  a fee  from  the  parent  of 
every  child  whom  he  has  discovered  not  to  have 
been  vaccinated  according  to  the  Act.  ^ The 
higher  the  fee,  the  surer  the  remedy. 

25.  Edinburgh. 

682.  Currie. — The  great  difficulty  is  getting 
in  the  certificates  of  vaccination  from  tho  medi- 
cal officers.  I have  repeatedly  to  send  long  lists 
of  arrears  to  some  of  them,  and  to  urge  them  to 
do  their  duty,  there  being  a great  want  of  method 
and  punctuality.  This  has  increased  the  duties  of 
the  Registrar  very  much,  and  rendered  matters 
very  unsatisfactory. 

692  (1).  North  Leith.  — Were  the  period 
allowed  for  vaccination  limited  to  three  instead 
of  six  months,  the  numbers  under  4 Removed 
from  District  before  Vaccination,  or  otherwise 
unaccounted  for,’  and  ‘Died  before  Vaccination,’ 
would  be  much  smaller  ; as  many  of  the  parents 
move  about  from  place  to  place  in  search  of 
work,  etc.,  so  that  the  Registrar  and  Inspector 
can  find  no  trace  of  them,  and  the  notices  sent 
out  are  returned  through  the  Dead  Letter  Office. 
Many  of  the  upper  class  have  their  children  vac- 
cinated at  six  weeks  and  two  months,  and  that 
successfully.  The  new  form  of  schedulo  works 
well ; but  the  remuneration  is  inadequate  for  the 
amount  of  work. 

693.  Liberton — In  fourteen  cases  the  proper 
certificate  failed  to  be  returned  to  the  Registrar 
within  six  months,  and  notices  required  to  bo 
sent.  The  Registrar  is  of  opinion  that  limiting 
the  period  to  three  or  four  months,  instead  of  six, 
would  conduce  to  greater  punctuality. 

693.  Penicuick — If  the  period  allowed  for 
vaccination  were  shortened,  the  removal  of 
families  could  bo  more  easily  ascertained,  and 
therefore  a better  opportunity  would  bo  given  to 
the  Registrar  for  checking  defaulters. 

27.  Berwick. 

736.  Earlston. — Parents  sometimes  object  to 
vaccination  being  performed  at  the  time  proposed 
by  their  medical  attendant.  The  reasons  assigned 
are  generally  trifling  ; in  fact,  are  only  attribut- 
able to  caprice.  A supply  of  fresh  matter  is  not 
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always  to  bo  obtained  in  tile  rural  districts,  as  it 
is  seldom  efficient  after  being  kept  a week,  either 
on  glasses  or  in  tubes.  This  often  causes  much 
embarrassment  to  the  doctor. 
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30.  Roxburgh. 

780.  Axcrum. — No  special  circumstances  have 
occurred  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the 
Vaccination  Act,  and  I have  had  no  difficulty  in 
the  working  of  it.  The  time  allowed  for  vacci- 
nation might  be  advantageously  reduced  to  five 
months ; and  were  the  vaccinator  of  rural  parishes 
or  districts  to  attend  quarterly  on  a fixed  day  at 
some  central  place,  a great  boon  would  be  con- 
ferred on  the  poor,  and  a considerable  amount  of 
trouble  and  inconvenience  to  the  vaccinator 
would  be  saved,  especially  when  the  greater  part 
of  bis  district  may  be  eight  or  ten  miles  from  his 
residence.  Such  an  arrangement  worked  very 
well  in  this  parish  prior  to  the  Vaccination  Act 
coming  into  operation. 

31.  Dumfries. 

829.  Hoddam.  — As  a large  number  of  the 
certificates  of  vaccination  have  to  be  written  for, 
the  Registrar  is  of  opinion  that  he  is  treated  un- 
justly in  not  getting  the  shilling  for  each  notice. 
If  the  shilling  were  exacted,  the  parents  or  guar- 
dians would  be  much  more  punctual  in  forward- 
ing the  certificates. 

32.  Kirkcudbright.  4 

855.  Anwoth. — The  Vaccination  Act,  upon 
the  whole,  has  wrought  well.  If  a certain  portion 
of  the  population  of  this  parish  were  exempted 
from  fees,  I believe  it  would  be  an  improvement. 

871.  Kirkcudbright. — Vaccination  generally 
well  attended  to,  as  the  return  shows.  Still  a 1 
good  many  — far  too  many  indeed  — require 
4 notices  ’ sent.  It  will  probably  never  be  other- 
wise so  long  as  the  defaulters  have  not  to  pay  the 


shilling  in  respect  of  said  notice,  instead  of  hav- 
ing ten  days’  graco  after  the  notice  has  been 
received. 

33.  Wigtown. 

885.  Glasserton. — There  are  two  great  draw- 
backs to  the  successful  working  of  the  Vaccina- 
tion Act  in  this  district,  to  which  attention  is 
respectfully  called : — 1st,  The  poverty  of  the 
labouring  classes  renders  the  2s.  6d.  charged  by 
the  vaccinator  a very  heavy  tax,  amounting  to 
one-fourth  of  their  week’s  earnings.  Vaccina- 
tion should  be  placed  upon  the  same  footing  as 
registration.  2d,  As  we  have  no  medical  man 
residing  in  the  parish,  mothers  of  the  poorer  class 
have  frequently  to  carry  their  children  five  or 
six  miles  to  the  nearest  town,  and  as  many  back, 
and  often  have  to  make  more  than  one  or  two 
such  journeys,  before  finding  the  doctor  at  home, 
and  this  in  all  weathers.  There  should  be  cen- 
tral stations,  and  stated  periods,  for  vaccinating. 

893.  New  Luce.  — Very  frequently  parents 
neglect  the  Vaccination  of  their  children,  until 
within  a few  days  of  the  prescribed  time,  and  are 
consequently  behind  with  the  schedule,  thus  giv- 
ing unnecessary  ti'ouble  to  the  Registrar  in  send- 
ing the  statutory  notice.  They  ought  to  be  fined 
for  every  day  they  are  behind  time,  or  something 
of  that  sort,  to  quicken  them.  Besides,  I consider 
it  a hardship  that  the  Registrar  is  bound  to  send 
the  statutory  notice  without  remuneration,  ex- 
cept under  certain  circumstances. 

900.  Whithorn. — Hitherto  the  returns  have 
been  most  punctually  made  by  the  vaccinators. 
Strong  complaints,  however,  are  made,  that  there 
is  no  provision  for  their  adequate  remuneration. 
A fee  for  vaccinating  is  seldom  to  be  got  from 
the  labouring  population.  I believe  were  it  not 
for  the  good-natured  services  of  the  medical  prac- 
titioners here,  matters  would  soon  come  to  a dead 
lock.  They  still  are  willing  to  continue  their 
valuable  services,  trusting  that  some  better  pro- 
vision may  be  made,  by  legislation  or  other- 
wise. 
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
